Camp Horrors Officially Confirmed 


“You re coming inside a concentration camp, and that means you’re 
coming into hell,” —s.s. Leader Roedl, Superintendent of the Buchenwald Camp. 


Ever since the establishment of the Nazi concentration camps in 1933 THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE has striven to give. a sober and balanced account of the horrors practised in them. 
Nazis, and the pro-Nazis in Britain, met these revelations with the parrot-cry of “ Atrocity 


propaganda! 


This week the British Government publishes a White Paper (“ Treatment of German 
Nationals in Germany”) dealing mainly with the ghastly conditions at the camps, which it 
describes as‘ reminiscent of the darkest ages in the history of man,” and confirming up to the 
hilt, from official sources, the reports published at the time in our columns. If anything, our 
account of the camps might almost be described as restrained, compared with that of the 


White Paper. 


The present documents cover only the period from 
1938 onwards, in order to illustrate “ that neither the 
consolidation of the regime nor the passage of time has 
in any way mitigated its savagery.” They deal with he 
persecution not only of Jews but of the Catholics and 
the Bible-Students’ organisation. 

All the documents came from the British Ambassador 
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in Berlin, Sir Nevile Henderson, direct, or through him 
from. British Consular officials in the various German 
cities; The report on the notorious Dachau camp is 
contributed by Mr. J. E. M. Carvell, formerly Consul- 
General in Munich, and the reports on the Buchenwald 
camp by Mr. R. T. Smallbones, formerly Consul- 
General in Frankfort, and by Mr. F. M. Shepherd, 
formerly Consul in Dresden. Reports on the November 
| pogroms, which followed the murder by a Jew of Vom 
Rath, the Nazi diplomat in Paris, are contributed by 


General Gainer, formerly of Vienna, 

While our readers will be familiar with the main out- 
line of the ghastly story of the camps, it is interesting to 
compare passages in the official White Paper with 
accounts that we gave at the time. The accuracy and 
restraint of our reports will be cléarly seen. Here are 
two passages referring to the Buchenwald camp: 


More than eighty Jews, one Several of the older

a septuagenarian, died in the 
Buchenwald concentration 
“camp, near Weimar, during 
last month (uly). Their 
death was due to the brutal 
work they had to do and to 
the inhuman treatment meted 
_out to them. Quarrying and 
“ stone- breaking are their chief 
occupations, The Jews are 
roused at 4 a.m. and work 
till 8 p.m., with two pauses of 
one hour each. If a man 
faints at his work under the 
grilling sun, a bucket of cold 
water is ‘thrown over him 
he then fails to recover, he ts 
left lying on the ground until 
the next rest hour, when his 
companions are expected to 
carry him back to his sleeping 
quarters.—JeWwisH CHRONICLE, 
August 12, 1938. 


Breach of discipline is met 
with flogging, the usual sen- 
tence being fifty strokes. The 
whole camp is lined up to 
watch Usually the victim 
dies during the flogging.—

prisoners in our working party 
died in the stone quarry on 
that blazing hot June day. 
Our column, which in- 
cluded several prisoners over 
sixty-five, marched off. or 
rather we were hounded along 
by the 5.5. men, all of whom 
were armed with clubs. ... We 
were expected to carry stone 
blocks ... Many of the stones 
were so heavy that it took 
several men to lift the block 
on to the shoulders of the 
man who was to carry it. . . 
By afternoon, thirty out of our 
original hundred had col- 
lapsed, some of them with 
sunstroke, and not even the 
brutal onslaughts of — the 
guards were able to bring 
them back on to their feet to 
resume work, We had to 
carry them back in the end 
to the camp hospital. All but 
two had died.—White Paper.

ENEMY ACTIVITY 
IN ENGLAND 


Home Secretary’s Revelation 


“AN ANTI-SEMITIC AND 
PRO-NAZI BODY” 


(By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Defending the new regulations undef the Emergency 
Powers (Defence) Act in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday, Sir JouHn ANDERSON, the Home Secretary, 
referred to the necessity of defending the country against 
British pro-Nazis. 

There were in this country, he said, propagandists for 
the Nazi cause. A certain organisation had ‘issued 
advice to its followers who wished to appear before the 
tribunals for conscientious objectors, endeavouring to 
show how its members could take advantage of provi- 
sions in the law for persons who had conscientious paci- 
fist views. It showed under what cover action, which 
was apparently innocent, might be taken for purposes 
which gravely imperilled the interests of the country. 


“Tell Us the Name!” 


A certain body, which was well known to be anti- 
Semitic and pro-Nazi, had given instructions to. its 


members that each had to turn himself into a rumour- 


monger and a channel for verbal propaganda; measures 
considered necessary for the defence of the population 
were to be made fun of; people who had evacuated chil- 
dren should be encouraged to think that evacuation was 
unnecessary. .f Only this propaganda could be put 
about, it was suggested, these people would come. back 
to London, an important measure taken in the interests 
of the civil population would be defeated, and once that 
happened a surprise attack on London might bring the 
Jews to their knees. 

To cries from Opposition members of “ Tell us the 
name,” Sir John replied, “1 do not at this stage intend 
to say what this society is.” 


Members Suspect the B.U.F. 


M.P.s thought that he was referring to the British 
Union of Fascists, and it would create no surprise if 
the authorities were to suppress certain papers, or to 
proceed against some members at any rate of this body 
as anti-British propagandists. Sir Oswald Mosley has 
denied that the charges applied to his B.U.F.. while 
admitting that it is an “ anti-Semitic organisation.” 

I hear mention, however, of a small anti-Jewish and 
pro-Nazi body who are working where they can through 
Nazi sympathisers and are attracting the attention of 
the authorities, although it has been very difficult to 
get any case against them to bring into an ordinary 
court, They work together and spread rumours in a 
way unfriendly to this country, and they may have 
been in contact in the past with actual enemy aliens who 
were active here and who have since been interned. 


Pertinent Questions 

Pending the clearing up of these mysteries, M.P.s are 
pressing the Government for information on certain 
points. Mr. Vyvvan Apams (Con., W. Leeds) is about 
to invite a statement from the Prime Minister as to 
whether the Government are taking any steps to deal 
with the oral and written propaganda favourable to 
the enemy, emanating from the British Union of 
Fascists; and Mr. Eanest Tuurice (Lab., Shoreditch) 
will ask the Home Secretary next week if he has any 
information as to the sources of financial support 
enjoyed by the British Council for Christian Setllemeat 
in

DRIFT OR DIRECTION? 


More Views from Communal Leaders 


Last week we published a number of opinions from 
leaders of the Community on the question of the sug- 
gested Communal Directorate. It will be recalled that 
in two leading articles in this paper the, growing demand 
for vigorous communal leadership to meet the various 
grave war-time problems was referred to. The wide- 
spread feeling was reflected that a small committee 
should take resolute told of the affairs of the Jewish 
Community. Below we print the views of further com- 
munal leaders on this question: . 


Mr. Nevite J. Lasxi, K.C. Board of 
Deputies of British Jews): 

| have been much interested in the suggestion in the 
leading articles of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE that a small 
Executive body should be appointed for the period of 
the war to administer the affairs of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity and to deal with such other questions as the war 
may, in its course, bring into prominence so far as this 
and other Jewish Communities are” concerned. 

1 had taken the view that a consultative committee of 
figures of significance in the Community, whose names 
inevitably command respect because of their standing, 
service, and experience, would be of value. Such members 
‘of the Board as have attended its meetings, and others 
unable to attend, have taken another view, and as President 
of a representative body I have been bound to defer to that 
cecision. A body such as is referred to in the leading articles 
goes beyond mere consultation. It posits executive power, 
untrammelied, as I understand it, by the functioning of 
a deliberative and representative assembly. 
this executive body, though deriving its functioning from 
democracy, would not be subject to the operation of 
democracy during the period of its existence. If the con- 
sultative body was refused, it seems to me a fortiori that 
the Community is not likely to take kindly to an executive 
body such as is suggested, 


Proposal’s Considerable Merits 


I do not desire finally to express a concluded view, nor 
would it be right of me to anticipate the decision of the 
representative body of the Community, if such a suggestion 
comes before it for consideration and decision. Never- 
theless, | think there are considerable merits in the pro- 
posal, particularly in view of the fact that, after the war 
and in relation to the settlement which a peace conference 
must bring about, there are questions of gravity and 
delicacy which are not entirely: suitable for public dis- 
cussion and demand continuous searching and experienced 
examination for a long period between the different Jewish 
Communities outside the immediate area of the war, so 
that there may, if possible, be co-operation, consultation, 
and unity of presentation of a point of view to the Govefn- 
ments attending such peace conference. 

One of the difficulties of selecting an executive such as 
is Suggested is that it must necessarily be small unless it 
is to lapse into the form of a minor debating society, and 
no such executive can possibly function if it is to be subject 
to demands for publicity and demands for discussion. It 
would have. to be small in number, plenipotentiary in 
pewer, and trusted; and the trust placed in it must be the 
trust of selection which will continue during its functioning. 

' am wondering whether such an ideal position can be 
attained, 


Mak. OTto M. Scnirr, C.B.E. (Chairman, Jewish Refugees 
Committee): 

In my Opinion, just as the Government has to have a 
small War Cabinet which is able to be called together not 
at a day's, but at an hour's notice, so we ought to have a 
very small committee of people who know the needs of 
the Community, watch the needs of the Community, and 
at the same time do everything possible to help the 
country. 

I can say this with all the more emphasis because I do 
not intend to be on such a committee, as 1 have far too 
much to do already. But I do feel very strongly that such 
a system is essential. 


Careful Consideration Needed 


Mr. Barnetr JANNeR (President, Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies): 

| consider that a proposal of this description requires 
very careful consideration, both from the point of view of 
the necessity of such a body being established and of the 
functions which it could exercise. There is a possibility 
of considerable danger in such a proposition, as even with 
the best intentions on the part of a small body. of 
individuals, the best interests of the Community might not 
be served. 


Mr. A. S. DiamMonp (Chairman, Law and Parliamentary 
Committee of the Board of Deputies): : 

I know of no place where the voice of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community can be more clearly heard than in the Board 
of Deputies. I do not agree that the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity is passing through a crisis. 

In my opinion it behoves every individual member of 
the Community to do whatever he can to help the country; 
and it behoves every Jewish charitable and other organisa- 
tion to carry on with its work as best it can.

QUESTIONS FOR SHECHITA BOARD 


It has always been my belief that the Board of Shechita 
was set up to provide Kasher meat for those who wished to 
eat Kasher. It seems that I am mistaken, for this is what 
I find. Temporarily I am a resident in this town, among 
some eighty to a hundred Jewish families. A Committee 
was formed under the Torquay and Paignton Hebrew Con- 
gregation to arrange matters concerning Hebrew and 
religious education and the supply of Kasher meat. The 
Committee obtained the consent of the Beth Din and the 
willingness of a wholesale butcher to supply the necessary 
quantity of meat, They circularised every Jewish family 
and advertised in the local Press that Kasher meat would 
be for sale from a certain date. At this stage the Board 
of Shechita refused permission for the meat to be sent out. 
From conversations that some members of the Committee 
have had with the officers of the Board, it seems that the 
Board are extremely worried as to what is going to happen 
to the provincial business of the London retail butchers. 
I would be interested to know whether the Board exists to 
provide Kasher meat for those Jewish families who want 
it, without creating such difficulties as to drive them to 
buying Treifa meat against their will or to safeguard the 
London retail butchers’ provincial business—-Mr. M.

HOSTELS FOR EVACUATED CHILDREN 


Evacuated Jewish children are being bilicted with 
Gentile families throughout the country, who have been 
good enough to accept them, and who,.we are sure. are 
doing their utmost to provide them with real homes. There 
is, however, one thing which cannot be made good, and 
this is the lack of a Jewish milieu, of a “ Jewish” life. 
Various steps are being taken by the many committees to 
meet this problem but the only solution seems to be the 
creation of orthodox hostels. Our Committee, which is 
affiliated to the War Emergency Committee of the Agudist 
Organisation, are preparing a scheme under which a large 
number of children will be placed in such hostels. We 
invite parents to register with us their children whom they 
would like to benefit from our scheme. By registering 
with us, neither we nor the parents assume any responsi- 
bility. After having completed the register, we will then 
communicate with the parents and inform them about the 
details of the scheme. It will probably be necessary to 
ask for a small financial contribution from the parents. 
The Chief Rabbi is very interested in the scheme, and we 
are assured of his support. Applications from parents

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Blessing of Old Age 


“And Abraham was old, and well stricken in age: 
and the Lord had blessed Abraham in all things.” — 
(Genesis xxiv, 1.) 

There is no particular merit in growing old, and 
when a man’s record contains nothing but a reference 
to the number of years he has lived it may pass un- 
heeded. But the record of Abraham contained in our 
text, though summed up in one sentence, gives us much 
more than a statement about his age. It indicates 
that in his declining years the patriarch was able to 
look back upon a long and eventful life, full of un- 
tiring activity and noble achievement. This is how 
our Sages interpret the repetition contained in the 
words, “ And Abraham was old, and well stricken in 


age.” What appears as mere repetition, they say, is 


meant to emphasise that Abraham did not grow old in 
a passive sense, by allowing the years to pass unused 
until his powers began to decline, but that his achieve- 


ments gave value to his years, and enabled him to feel . 


in his old age that God had blessed his life and 
rendered it independent of the lapse of time. But even 
God's blessing was not bestowed upon Abraham as a 
gift granted by Diviiie favour, unearned and un- 
expected. The blessing was made to accompany the 
patriarch’s work, approved as it was by God and man, 
and was intended to show that human efforts, made 
in accordance with God's will, are bound to secure 
the Divine blessing. This is why we are told that “ the 


Lord had. blessed Abraham in all things,” not 


_all things. Abraham saw the blessing of the Lord in 
the things which he was able to do himself and in the 
results he achieved by his own efforts. He would not 
have been content with mere material possessions, or 
even with long life, if these were merely gifts granted 
him by a benign Providence, to be used by him for 
his own good or his own enjoyment. His aim in 
life was to deserve God's blessing——-by making sure that 
his own work should prove a blessing to the world. 
This is the aim which-all who worship the God of 
Abraham ought to set themselves while performing their 
daily task. Those who hope and pray for a “ good 
old age,” who wish their friends “long life” in the 
hour of bereavement or on the anniversary of a parent's 
death, who long for the time when they themselves will 
be able to enjoy days’ leisure on their retirement from 
life’s labours, ought to bear in mind that the blessing 
of old age only becomes real for them when they have 
reason to recall the record of their deeds, the sum 
of their achievements, with a sense of satisfaction and 
gratitude, and feel sure that their years have not passed 
like a shadow that leaves no trace behind. No matter 
how well we may have provided for our old age and 
how confident we may feel that we shall not be short 
of physical comfort in our declining years, the even- 
ing of our lives is bound to be cheerless and depressing 
if there is nothing in our achievements that has a lasting 
value, or if we are driven to the conclusion that our 
life’s work has benefited no one. There comes a time 
when physical pleasure can no more be enjoyed, when 
the means we may have acquired to secure our old age 
in the material sense only leave us time to contemplate 
the approaching end with a feeling of helplessness, bore- 
dom, and weariness, and there is nothing to relieve the 
gloom of the lengthening shadows. The memory of 


early struggles and efforts in behalf of a good cause, — 


of hardships and privations endured in the discharge 
. Of our obligations towards God and man, of tempta- 
tions resisted, and of sufferings borne bravely for the 
sake of noble principles and Divine injunctions, is 
bound to sustain us and guard us against depression. 
It will make us feel that God has bestowed His blessing 
upon us, in spite of the trials and troubles we have 
had to endure, and that «e have done something to 
deserve that blessing. And if, in addition, we have 
taken care to cultivate our mind, if we derive 
pleasure and spiritual sustenance from reading and 
analysing the thoughts and ideas of men of wisdom 
and learning, if we have learned to free ourselves 
occasionally from the limitations of space and time, 
and to ponder over the eternal values which are inherent 
in the activity of the human soul—then we shall find 
that our physical decline is not the beginning of the 
end, but may be the end of our earthly confinement, 
leading to a new beginning of a soul-life that is beyond 
the limits of space and time.

MR. MONTAGU C. MICHEL (Northampton) 
Eighteen Years Synagogue President

He was a son of Abraham Biberfeld, 
Rabbi at the Berlin. Beth-Hamedrash and himself took a 
very early interest in Jewish theology, like his brother, 
Rabbi Dr. Heinrich Biberfeld, who died as a young man, 
and his thesis on David Reubeni fin Hebrew with a German 
translation) aroused the interest of the Jewish literary world.

Conference Closes 


NO RESPONSE TO PRESIDENT’S 
| APPEAL 


Long-Term Policy Rejected 
PHILIPPINE PLAN GOING AHEAD 


The White House conference of the Intergovern- 
mental Commitiee for Refugees has concluded after 


deciding that its .mandate is insufficiently extensive to 
include President Roosevelt's long-range programme for | 


the settlement of millions of post-war refugees. 

The conference has, however, agreed that the short- 
range programme of settling refugees in the Dominican 
Republic and the Philippines should be proceeded with 
at full speed. The conference also recommended new 
surveys of countries of settlement, including Palestine. 

A communiqué issued by the Committee states: 
“ There is urgent need for further openings for perma- 
nent settlement of refugees included in the present 
mandate of the Committee.” 

President Roosevelt's reference to millions of post- 
war refugees was considered to have embarrassed the 
Allies, since it was felt that one of their war objectives 
was the elimination of racialism, which would make 
emigration unnecessary. 

Mr. Myron C. Taylor, American Vice-Chairman of 
the Committee, conferred with President Roosevelt 
regarding the differences which arose between the 


- American and the Anglo-French delegates, and after 


a day of informal conferences, an amicable agreement 
was reached. 


_ Favourable Report from the Philippines 


A favourable report on prospects for settlement in 


_ the Philippines was submitted by an experts’ com- 


mission sent to the island by President Roosevelt's 
Advisory Committee on Refugees. 

Senor Manuel Quezon, President of the Philippine 
Commonwealth, indicated before the commission sailed 
from Manila last March that his Government was agree- 
able to accepting refugees if the commission found the 
Commonwealth could support them. At the time, he 
mentioned a figure of 10.000 as the number he believed 
the islands could accommodate. 

The experts’ commission included Mr. O. D. Hargis, 
Chairman, agricultural expert of the Goodyear Rubber 
Company, who conducted experiments on the island 
of Mindanao; Dr. Stanton Youngberg, Director of 
the Philippine Bureau of Agriculture; Dr. Robert L. 
Pendieton, for many years adviser to the Government 
of Siam; Captain Hugh Casey, of the United States 
Army Corps of Engineers; and [*r. Howard F. Smith. 


San Domingo’s Offer 


General Trujillo, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Dominican armed forces, declared at a Washington 
Press conference that the Dominican Government had 
decided to admit immediately 500 refugee families under 
the scheme of the Intergovernmental Committee. 

The refugees, he said, would be exempt from entry 
fees and would be given every opportunity for work. 
He was also undertaking personally the upkeep and 
education for two years of a number of refugees who 


were unmarried. 


2,800,000 for Palestine ? 


_A programme for mass settlement in Palestine, out- 
lining possibilities jor the absorption of 2,800,000 
settlers, was submitted to the Intergovernmental Com- 


mittee by the American Emergency Committee on 


Palestine Affairs and the United Palestine Appeal. 
“ It is the conviction and the pledge of the sponsors

THE REAL ISSUE 


What Will Happen After the War? 


BRITISH AND AMERICAN VIEWS 
CONFLICT 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


. President Roosevelt, it is learned, in his vital talks with 
the delegates and officers of the Evian Committee, 
aroused considerable surprise and concern among his 
British and French visitors by suggesting that the post- 
war period would involve the emigration from Europe 
and re-settlement in any climes of several million souls, 
mainly Jewish. 

Thus, large areas, in the American Continent and in 
the colonial dependencies of Great Britain, France, and 
possibly other powers, would have to be provided for 
this purpose. It is a little strange that the Governments 
and spokesmen of the Western democracies should not 
have foreseen this contingency, but reckoned, rather 
naively, that the end of the war would also see the end 
of the need for migration on an appreciable scale. 

It is to be feared that their view is far too optimistic 
in its superficiality, although it foreshadows on their 
part a creditable intention to include the proper treat- 
ment of the racial and religious minorities of Europe 
among their war aims. Where they would appear.to 
fail, from a realistic standpoint, is in their lack of 
discrimination between the governmental doctrines and 
practices: of certain countries, and the force of 
prejudice and sentiment. 


Governments and Peoples 


An Allied victory, indeed, may succeed in ousting the 
persecuting regimes, without at the same time obliterat- 
ing other factors, and sustained international inter- 
vention in the political constitution and life of individual 
States has been shown to be extremely difficult. More- 
over, Germany is not the sole persecutor of minorities, 
and notably of the Jewish minorities, but only the 
worst of a number of Powers, some neutral, some either 
allied or closely associated with Great Britain and 
France. 

Is not it too much to hope that the post-Nazi Ger- 
many will make the Reich a land fit for Jews to live 
in once more, at any rate for all of them; or that the 
economic difficulties which are almost bound to follow 
the war period will not awaken the desire of Poland 
and of some of the Danubian countries to dispense with 
their so-called or rather mis-called “surplus” Jewish 
communities? 

It is impossible for a realistic statesmanship to bank 
on so wholesale a conversion of all European peoples 
to common standards of generosity or even decency. 
Nor could one expect of those communities any confi- 


dence in such a change of heart on the part of all former | 


persecutors. 


Democratic Leaders’ Duty 


Therefore, as President Roosevelt rightly observes, 
it must be the duty of the leaders of democratic civilisa- 
tion to envisage the possible need for space for settle- 
ment within their national or imperial borders. Any 
refusal to face such a project and obligation could not 
but tend to cast some doubt on the complete sincerity 
of their presumed and—in general terms—declared 
war aims. | 

I will add just a specific instance of the kind of not 
wholly unexceptionable treatment of the Jewish citizens 
by certain Governments by no means animated by the 
barbarous aims and methods of the Nazi Reich. Down 
to the war many Polish Jews had been denied the 
renewal of their passports by official Warsaw, or, in 
other words, their claims to citizenship. Yet the same 
people are now being pressed, if not actually called up, 
to enlist in the Polish fighting legions, in return for the 
grant of the very civic rights but recently refused,

New Home Office Instructions 
CLASS B ABANDONED 


The Issue Made Clearer 


[From a Special Correspondent] 


Supplementary instructions now given by the Home 
Office to the Aliens Tribunals should practically exempt 
all loyal refugees in this country from restrictions. 

The instructions also define what a refugee is, and 
clear up the question of expired permits to stay in the 
United Kingdom. Since the outbreak of war the Home 
Office has regarded conditions of departure as in sus- 
pense, and aliens who applied for an extension of their 
permits were told that there was no objection to 
their prolonging their stay for the present. 


The Three Certificates 


Three types of certificate were being issued at the 
Tribunals. They were Certificate A, which means intern- 
ment; Certificate B, which brings exemption from intern- 
ment, but does not remove restrictions on travel, change 
of address, and labour; and Certificate C, which is granted 
in cases exempted from internment and restriction. 

The large majority of refugees, some eighty per cent., 
have been given Certificate B, and have, therefore, been 
classified as “ enemy aliens.” This created an unsatisfactory 
position, because. it was obviously a contradiction to label 
a person a refugee from Nazi oppression and yet to treat 
him as an enemy alien. Austrian and German refugees 
who have been the victims of this contradiction have asked 
that they be treated in the same way as refugees from 
Czecho-Slovakia, who are regarded as “ friendly aliens.” 


Different Treatment in Different Areas 


A statement issued by the Committee of Austrians in 
England last week gives examples of the different treat- 
ment meted out by Tribunals in different areas: 

In Bristol, mcst of the people get C Certificates, whereas 
in the surrounding district the majority get B. 

In Reigate, of seventy Austrians. living in a hostel, to 
which ‘they were evacuated by thé British Council. for 
Refugees from Czecho-Slovakia, only four were exempted 
from restrictions, and of these one was a man who had 
lost his leg in Dachau concentration camp, and could not 
work anyway. 

Reports on individual cases aiso show that there are 
great misunderstandings. 

There is ‘Mr. S., who at a Wealdstone, Middlesex, 
Tribunal was asked whether he had been arrested by the 
Gestapo or had been in a concentration camp. He replied 
“No,” and explained that he was a Jew and had been 
ordered by the Gestapo to leave the country. The Chair- 
man of the Tribunal declared that he could not be called 
a refugee, and wrote on his passport: °““ Does not wish 
to be repatriated, not refugee from Nazi oppression.” 


The New Rule 


Germans and Austrians coming before the Tribunals 
will now, in general, be adjudged as falling into one of 
two, instead of three, categories. 

1. ‘Those who are found to be well disposed to this 
country and unlikely to do anything to assist the enemy 
or hinder the national war effort. This category will 
include large numbers of refugees and other persons 
who have ties of. association or sympathy with this 
country. | 

2. Germans and Austrians who are not refugees and 
have no firm ties of association or sympathy with this 
country. | 


Persons in the second category must remain subject 
to restrictions, if they are not interned. 

Persons in the first category are to be exempt from 
restrictions unless there are special reasons to keep 


‘them subjected. 


“If there is information before a Tribunal,” state 
the instructions, “showing that it is desirable for securily 
reasons that a German or Austrian. should be subject 
to these restrictions, security considerations must, 0! 
course, be paramount, but in the absence of such con- 
siderations it is desirable that Germans and Austrians 
belonging to the first of the two categories mentioned 
above should be relieved from these restrictions.” 


Evidence from Jewish Refugees Committee 


The Tribunals are getting information about each 
refugee from the Jewish Refugees Committee, and this 
information is an important basis for their decisions. 

In many cases the Committee is finding difficulty in 
obtaining information in time to put it before the 
Tribunal. The Secretary of State is of opinion that in 
many of these cases the Tribunal will be able to dispose 


of the case on the information given by the police or 


the alien himself. If, however, this is not sufficient 
to enable the Tribunal to exempt the refugee from 
restrictions, the decision is to be postponed until the 
Tribunal can obtain sufficient information to decide the 
case definitely.

JEWISH AGENCY’S 
IMMIGRATION REPORT 


Attempt to Save Polish Children 


GOVERNMENT’S REPLY “WAS 
NEGATIVE ” 


A comprehensive survey of the present position with 
regard to immigration has been given at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Jewish Agency's Immigration 
Department. 

Mr. E. Dobkin stated that the Agency had spent over 


£P30,000 this year for preliminary arrangements for . 


immigrants. During 5699, almost 17,000 immigrants of 
various categories had entered the country, while in addi- 


tion, the Government had placed 9,500 refugees under . 


the care of the Agency Executive. 

The April-October Schedule permitted the admission. 
of 8,500 persons, but only 3,500 had so far used their 
certificates. The others were mostly in places from 
which the outbreak of war had prevented their depar- 
ture: 3,000 were in Germany, Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
and the remainder in England, France, and neutral 
countries. Five hundred prospective emigrants with 
visas had remained in the occupied areas of Poland. 


Nazis Permitting Jews to Leave 


Negotiations had been in progress for some time, and 
the German authorities were permitting Jews to leave 
for all countries, including Palestine. The Italian and 
Hungarian Governments had given permission for their 
transit, and the Colonial Office in London was permit- 
ting Palestinian visas to be issued to certificate-holders 
from Germany at Trieste, Bucharest, and Budapes . 

All shipping lines to Palestine had been suspended on 
the outbreak of war, with the exception of the Rumanian 
line. The Agency's Immigration Department had nego- 
tiated with the Adriatic Line, and the latter agreed to 
place five boats on the Trieste-Tel-Aviv-Haifa route for 
the transfer of 3,000 immiprrants. 

Every effort had also been made from the first days 
of the war, Mr. Dobkin went on, to help as many Jews 
from Poland as possible. The Polish authorities had 
applied to the British Government for assistance in 
evacuating Jewish children from the large cities by trans- 
ferring several thousands to Palestine. The British 

reply was negative. 


Pioneering Work Abroad 


Under the White Paper, 25,000 permits had been 
allotted to refugees, and only 5,000 had so far been 
utilised. The rescue of Jews from Poland should not 
Only be directed at the refugees who were fortunate 
enough to reach adjoining countries, and whose number 
was not large, but also the hundreds of thousands who 
had remained behind in German and Russian occupied 
areas. 

Of the 85 Palestinians who had gone to assist pioneer 
training organisations abroad, 42 had not yet returned, 
and 10 of these were in Poland. The Immigration 
Department regarded it as essential at this time to 
increase pioneer and Zionist educational work in coun- 
tries abroad, and all pioneering organisations were being 
urged to expand their activity. | 


UNEMPLOYED DEMONSTRATE 
| IN TEL-AVIV 


Protest Against Stoppage of Public 
Works 


Unemployed who occupied the Mayor's office in the 


Tel-Aviv Town Hall for several days called off their — 


sit-in strike after Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg, Chairman 
of the Vaad Leumi, promised to settle the question to 
their satisfaction. within two days, and the Mayor 
agreed to receive a delegation. 

(he workers were demonstrating against the sus- 

pension of the sand levelling work on the northern 
Shore of the Yarkon River. 
_ Thirty-six temporary Municipal Tax Collectors, 
whose services were also dispensed with for reasons 
of economy, began a sit-in strike at the office of their 
department. 

The Mayor of Tel-Aviv, in a statement to the Press, 


said that he had done everything possible to create 


employment during the period of depression, and 
Claimed that the strike was a political demonstration. 
The situation, and aot the Municipality, was respon- 
sible for the suspension of the sand levelling scheme, 
and negotiations were in progress with the Govern- 
ment for a grant to continue the work. 

A reply was later published by the Jewish Labour 
Council in which it was declared that the demonstrators 
came from all Labour organisations in the city, and 


included Revisionists. The Municipality had under- 
taken, in the presence of a representative of the Jewish 
Agency, to carry out the project over a period of four 
or five months, but work had been stopped after two 
months. The Council also expressed the opinion that 
the Municipality was financially able to meet its obliga- 
tions, and that the grievance of the dismissed workers 
was reasonable. 


Special Meeting of Histadruth 


Proposals to combat the growth of unemployment 
by expediting constructive plans already in being were 
framed at a meeting of. the Central Labour Bureau of 
the Histadruth held in Tel-Aviv. 

Problems touched upon were marketing arrange- 
ments for mixed farming, public and Government aid 
for agriculture so as to absorb more hands by a system 
of transfer of unmarried urban working men and 
women to rural areas, construction of roads, provision 
of cheap housing, initiation of public works and the 
proposed new university buildings, construction of air- 
raid shelters, and special attention to the citrus industry. 

‘Listing of idle industrial machinery is to be begun 
by the Trade and Industry Department of the Jewish 
Agency Executive with a view to bringing it back into 
use.

The absence of local political disputes and disorders 
in Palestine is stressed in an official statement issued by 
the Ministry of Information in London last week. 

“ Reports from Palestine,” reads the statement, “show 
that the invitation to Palestine Arabs and Jews to serve 
in certain units of the Army has brought a keen 
response from both communities. War news is eagerly 
followed from day to day, and if Palestine has been 
impressed by the rapidity with which the Germans over- 
ran Poland, the ascendancy which Stalin has obtained 
over Hitler is looked on as a humorous sequel. That 
the war will end in complete victory for the Allies 1s not 
doubted anywhere. 

“4A RP. measures are diligently supported by Jews 
and Arabs alike, and both races uncomplainingly abide 
by the war-time regulations controlling prices of food, 
fuel. and other essential commodities. These measures 
indeed are welcomed as a protection of the poor classes 
against attempts to profiteer or hoard.

A new Jewish settlement was established on Sunday 
on the northern frontier. 7 

Kibbutz Amir is its name, and the settlers, who are 
composed of Polish Jewish youths, belong to the Ha- 
shomer Hatzair of Hedera. The new settlement, which 
is the fifty-third since the outbreak of the disturbances in 
April, 1936, is situated on marshlands belonging to the 
Jewish National Fund on the northern frontier in the 
Huleh area, several miles east of the Jordan. 

Despite the difficult local conditions, the occupation 
of the settlement, which aroused great enthusiasm, was 
carried out with the customary rapidity, the stockades 
and the watch-tower being erected with record speed.

News comes now of the new repertoire which is being 
prepared by Habimah, the Hebrew Art Theatre, which has 
engaged the services of Dr. Max Brod, formerly of Prague, 
as its play adviser. Three original Hebrew plays are to 
be produced—Nathan Bistritzky’s “ Jerusalem and Rome,” 
A. Ashman’s “ Michel, Daughter of Saul” and Max 
Brod’s “ Reubeni, Prince of the Jews.” In addition there 
will be translations of Shakespeare, Shalom Aleichem, 
Peretz, Hirshbein, and Capek. 

The Ohel Labour Guild Theatre reports that during 5699 
(the Jewish year ending September 30, 1939), four produc- 
tions were presented at 236 performances at 19 different 
centres in the country, and were seen by over 130,000 
people. In addition, the local Ohel Friends groups contri- 
buted £P.2.500 during the year. towards the support of the 
theatre.

HEAVY SENTENCES ON JEWS

‘Forty-three Jews were tried on Monday by the Military 
Court at Acre on the charge of having been in possession 
of firearms without permission. One of the accused, 
Avshalom Thau, was sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
and the others to imprisonment for ten years each.

It will be recalled that on October 9, the forty-three Jews 
were arrested by Transjordan Frontier Forces while hold- 
ing a military parade in the Beisan Valley without authori- 
sation. It was reported at the time that twenty rifles were 
confiscated. 


TEL-AVIV PORT 
Alarming Decrease of Traffic 


In an interview with the Press, Mr. S. A. Van Vriesland, 


Managing Director of the Marine Trust, declares that Tel- 
Aviv port is in grave difficulties owing to present conditions. 

Since the outbreak of war, Mr. Van Vriesland says, the 
volume of traffic through Tel-Aviv has been considerably 
reduced, Only thirty-six ships had called there during 
September—less than half the usual number. Imports 
showed the smallest total since February, 1938. - 


PLENTY OF LAND— 
—NOT ENOUGH HOUSES 


The Agricultural Committee in Hedera has forwarded to 
the authorities a list of the uncultivated: land there suitable 
for growing vegetables and cattle fodder. It appears that 
there are 1,500 dunams suitable for wheat; 700 for barley; 
800 for fodder; 1,000 for summer crops: and 250 for 
potatoes. The land is considered of good quality and 
sufficient water is available. 

Serious housing shortage has arisen in the settlement of 
Hedera, owing to the fact that a large number of troops 
are billeted in private houses. The shortage has been 
ageravated by the fact that buslding has been suspended, 
although the number of inhabitants has increased.

Leaders From Palestine Flock 
to America 


WHY NOT A UNITED DELEGATION ? 


[From a Correspondent] 


American Jewry is making preparations for the recep- 
tion of a considerable number of distinguished Jewish 
visitors who are coming this winter to the United States 
to secure funds for their respective organisations and 
institutions, chiefly in Palestine. 3 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, the President of the Zionist 
Organisation, is leaving for New York on a special 
mission early this month. He will address the annual 
conference of the American Zionists and visit the 
important Jewish Communities. It is expected that he 
will be received by President Roosevelt. Dr. Weizmann 
may be followed by a representative Zionist delegation, 
whose task it will be to strengthen and reorganise the 
Zionist Movement in America. 

Mr. Kurt Blumenfeld, one of the managing directors 
of the Keren Hayesod, has already arrived in New 
York to assist the Keren Hayesod in the United. 
States, which is now running a special campaign for the 
needs of Palestine. He has been followed by Mr. M. 
Mereminsky, Secretary of the Palestine Labour Federa- 
tion, who will assist in the fund-raising drive of the 
Gewerkshaften. Both of them are to prepare the 
ground for Dr. Weizmann’s visit. 


Concern for Religious Institutions 


Orthodox Palestinian Jewry is sending a delegation, 
led by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. I. Herzog, and Rabbi Amiel, 
of Tel-Aviv. The object of their visit is to raise funds 
to secure the maintenance of the religious institutions 
in Palestine, which are in difficulties on account of the 
war. Dr. Herzog and Rabbi Amiel are both members 
of the World Executive of the Mizrachi. 

Mr. V. Jabotinsky, the President of the New Zionist 
Organisation, is leaving this month, and intends to 
remain in the United States a considerable time in the 
interests of his movement. The central office of the 
N.Z.O. is to be transferred to New York. 

Dr. G. Landauer, director of the Jewish Agency's 
Department for the Settlement of German Jews, who 
has just been elected a member of-the Executive of the 
Vaad Leumi, has. gone to America to assist the United 


Palestine Appeal and to report on the situation of the 


German Jews who were under the care of’ his 


department. 
Vaad Leumi Delegation 


The recently reconstructed Vaad Leumi, under the 
Presidency of Mr. P. Rutenberg, contemplates sending 
a special delegation to America to collect funds for the 
relief of the Yishuv, which suffered severely from the 
dislocation of economic life following the outbreak of 
war. The Jewish Farmers’ Association of Palestine has — 
decided to send a delegation, headed by its Chairman, 
M. Moshe Smilansky, to raise funds and to interest 
American capital in the citrus groves. 

It is further reported that a mission of Polish Jews, 
consisting of journalists and public workers, has sailed 
from France to New York in order to establish a closer 
contact with the Polish Jews in America and to obtain 
political and financial assistance. 

American Jewry will no doubt heartily welcome the 
distinguished delegates from Europe, who will consider- 
ably enhance American Jewish public life and stimulate 
a greater measure of interest in the Jewish problems of 
the day. . Yet the excessive number of separate delega- 
tions and individual delegates, with its inevitable split- 
ting of forces, raises the question whether it would not 
have been better to have dispatched one strong and 
united delegation to present all aspects of. the case of 
European and Palestinian Jewry in its magnitude. _ 

It is to be regretted that neither the Zionist Organisa- 
tion nor any of the central Jewish bodies have taken 
the initiative in this direction. It would certainly have 
been more impressive and healthier if such co-opera- 
tion could have been achieved. 


-HADASSAH CONFERENCE 


The twenty-fifth annual Convention of Hadassah, the 
Women’s Zionist Organisation of America, opened at the 
Hotel Astor, New York, last week.

Foreign Capital Needed 
MR. SHERTOK’S HOPEFUL ANALYSIS 


At a specially convened meeting of the Executive 
Council of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
Ireland, held last week in London, Mr. M. Shertok, head 
of the Political Department of the Jewish Agency in 
Jerusalem, gave an exhaustive account of the present 
situation in Palestine. 

He said that immigration was continuing. In the 
last Jewish year, Palestine had taken in 35,000 Jewish 
immigrants, whose economic absorption in the present 
war conditions confronted the Agency with serious tasks. 
In the next few weeks, about 3,000 immigrants 
from Central Europe out of those authorised under the 
last quota would enter Palestine. 

Transports of unauthorised immigrants detected by 
the Government were now invariably turned over to the 
Agency for arrangements regarding their absorption. 
At the same time, the Executive considered it of the 
utmost importance that, as far as possible, Jewish 
immigration into Palestine should continue despite the 

But it was up to the Jews abroad to realise the urgent 
necessity of providing the funds necessary to make the 
productive settlement of these people possible. 

Mr. Shertok said there were great opportunities of 
economic progress in the country opened up by the 
conditions of war. Industries were now to a large 
extent free from foreign competition. There were good 
prospects for the extension of mixed farming, but in 
erder that full advantage should be taken of all these 
opportunities it was imperative that the national capital 
should be properly equipped to play its pioneering and 
directing part. 

If the Jews abroad did not fail in their duty to the 
National Home, there was every hope of their finding 
it at the end of the war much stronger, economically and 
otherwise, than it had been before. : 


RUMANIAN REVIVAL 


Trade Agreement With Palestine 
Expected 


The uncertainty and anxiety which existed among the 
Jews in Rumania at the outbreak of war have now almost 
disappeared.

FAMINE AND POGROMS IN 
POLAND | 


Devastated Cities 
VICTIMS ROAM THE COUNTRYSIDE 


From many centres in Poland come reports of the 
frightiuiness of Nazi rule. The main centre of horror 
is Warsaw, which is suffering as never before in its 
history. But the hand of the Nazis also weighs heavily 
on the other towns and cities; and, as always, the Jews 
are the main victims. 


WARSAW 


The Jewish population of Warsaw, say the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, is now half the pre-war 
population of 350,000, and the Jewish districts have 
been practically destroyed. Jews are not allowed to 
appear in public places, and are often ejected from the 
queues outside food-stores. Many of them have been 
refused ration cards. Last week, Warsaw was still with- 
out adequate water supplies and electricity, and most of 
the shops remained closed. The parks, gardens, and 
courtyards have been used as cemeteries. The 
inhabitants are drifting away from the ruined capital, 
making their way out on foot. 

According to THe Times, the population is bordering 
on famine, and dogs are being slaughtered and sold for 
food. Every night, fusillades are heard in various parts 
of the city. According to the investigations of Dr. Otto, 
the German Mayor of Warsaw, more than one-third of 
the houses have been completely destroyed and one-fifth 
very badly damaged, though not beyond repair. The 
number of inhabitants killed is estimated at some 
50,000; but hundreds of corpses are believed to be still 
buried under the debris. Thousands of persons are 
without a permanent dwelling; and many are destitute. 

Warsaw's plight, adds THe Times, is that of the 
greater part of the area of Poland occupied by 
Germany. The towns and villages abound in aimless 
paupers, uprooted. from their homes, wandering, 
hungry, and hunted creatures. The provisioning system 
scarcely anywhere approaches adequacy. Trustworthy 
travellers and refugees say that the number of deaths 
from underfeeding and exposure is appalling. 


LODZ 


In Lodz, which, according to the Dutch Press, is to 
be included in the territory to be annexed by Germany, 
the introduction of civil administration and the arrival 
of the Gestapo have been marked by wholesale arrests 
of Jews and the confiscation of Jewish property by the 
Germans. Even the women and old people have been 
conscripted for forced labour. . 

The Jewish Community will be terribly hit by the new 
Nazi order forbidding Jews to trade in textiles or 
leather, either in the form of raw materials or finished 
articles. This is likely to result in the partial extinction 
of the thriving Lodz textile trade. 


CRACOW 

The RHEINISCH-WESTFAELISCHE ZEITUNG, Of Essen, 
says that the majority of the Cracow Jewish population 
has disappeared. Most of the business-men have fled, 
and the others are in hiding. 

It is reported that the Gestapo has taken over 
the administration of the city and assumed control 
over Jewish life. Jews. have been maltreated by the 
Nazis, and Orthodox Jews have had their beards shaved 
off in the streets. | 

The local German authorities, with the assistance of 


Polish pro-Nazis, have begun to publish an ante 


Semitic organ called Waka, which is conducting 4 
violent campaign. 


SUWALKI (Northern Poland) 

Refugees who. have arrived in Kaunas (Lithuania) 
from Suwalki (the capital of the Northern Polish district 
of the same name bordering on East Prussia), which !s 
now in German occupation, state that the Nazis arrested 
3,000 local Jews and confiscated all Jewish prope''). 
The Jews are herded in concentration camps, and their 
wives are forced to work for the German troops, chiefly 
as laundrywomen. Thousands of Jews from the 
German-occupied territory are trying to flee to the 
districts occupied by the Russians. 


THORN 
A pogrom in the Nazi-occupied city of Thorn !s 
reported from neutral countries, and the latest issue of 
the Nazi DANZIGER VoRPOSTEN substantiates the report 
in describing the pogrom, the paper says that all Jews 
had fled from the city before the Nazi army marched 1”. 
“An inspection carried out now,” it continues, has 
established the fact that after the complete occupation" 
of Poland many of the Jews returned to the city and 
took shelter in the Synagogue. It is from this Syn@- 
gogue that we have swept them out. After what has 
happened to them,” it comments brutally, “no Jews 
will dare return to Thorn.” | ) 
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VIENNA JEWS FOR LUBLIN 
Poles Oppose Ghetto-State’’ Plan 


According to Brussels reports, all Vienna Jews 
up to the age of seventy, including women and invalids, 
have been rounded up for deportation to Poland, where, 
it is still rumoured, a “ Jewish Pale” is to be estab- 
lished in the Lublin area. The condition of the Jews, 
who are kept in an open-air stadium, is said to be 
desperate. 

THe Times reports from Prague that Jews are being 
sent to Lublin from the Protectorate, their places being 
taken by German evacuees from the Rhineland. The 
exact purpose of sending the Jews to Lublin, it adds, 
is still not clear; it was first thought that the Germans 
planned to establish a special Jewish region in Poland 
for all Jews not needed in the Reich, but so many men 


have been sent without their families that it is now. 


believed that the Jews are being used for building 
defence lines along the Russo-German frontier, thus 
enabling the Germans to release their own labourers 
for army service on the Western Front. 

A Kaunas message states that the Nazi authorities in 
the German zone of Poland have taken a further step 
towards segregating the Jews, and are expelling the Jews 
from a number of villages. However, Poles of all 
shades of opinion are bitterly opposed to the Jewish 
“ Ghettc-State ” plan, which they regard as an attempt 
to cripple the proposed Polish State. The plan has also 
aroused the displeasure of the anti-Semitic pro-Nazis 
in Slovakia, who fear that the frontiers of the Jewish 
State will reach their'own country. 


Jewish Property for German Settlers 


Heinrich Himmler, the head of the Gestapo, who has 
been appointed director of the colonisation of Polish 
territories by Germans from Estonia and Latvia, has 
arrived in Poland. The original inhabitants are now 
being removed and their property confiscated. | 

lt is believed that Germans living in Yugoslavia may 
also be transferred to Poland. A report in Diz Donau, 
a Yugoslav paper read by Germans, says that agricul- 
turists will be settled mainly in Western Poland, and that 
industrialists will. take ovet big concerns formerly in 
Jewish hands. 


SLAVE LABOUR IN THE FIELDS 
Thousands Transported to Germany 


_ Itis estimated that 57,000 Jewish civilians have been 
transported from Poland to Germany for all kinds of 
forced labour. Twenty thousand of them are in the 
Hamburg district, 11,000 in the Bromberg Gistrict, 
18,000 in the Nuremberg district, and 8,000 in Sudeten- 
land. They work from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. ‘and sleep in 
wooden barracks. Their daily food consists of small 
quantities of black bread, potatoes, and cabbage. Those 
who die from exhaustion are being buried in the fields 
in which they work. 

_ The treatment of the Polish-Jewish prisoners of. war 
is considerably better than that of the civilians. Most 
of them work on farms, and the German farmers treat 
them considerately and give them better food. Those 
among them who are skilled workers are employed in 
army workshops. 


The Gestapo is again rounding up the Zbonszyn refugees, 
who, after being hounded out of Germany, were interned 
for many months by the Polish authorities under appalling 
conditions, and only. after many months allowed to proceed 


into Poland. "The Nazis have now arrested many of them — 


on the. charge that they conducted an anti-German atrocity 
campaign. 

(he new German rulers of Poland, Reich Minister . Dr. 
Frank, who has been appointed Governor-General of. the 
German . zone, and Dr. Seyss-Inquart, his deputy, are 
inveterate anti-Semites. Seyss-Inquart was formerly Nazi 
Governor of Austria.

Those seeking information about military persons 
(prisoners of war) and civilians (internees or others) in 
Polish territories occupied by the German troops are invited 
to send inquiries direct to the Comité Internationale de. la 
Croix Rouge, Agence Centrale des Prisonniers de Guerre, 
Geneva, Switzerland. 

Attention will, in the first place, be given to inquiries 
about near relatives. Inquirers should state whether the 
Person in question belongs to the military category, giving 
the age, name, surname, nationality, grade, date and place 
of birth, address of the family, and, in case of a civilian, 
also the profession, religion, civilian state, the original 
maiden name of a wife, his (or her) last address, and the 
names and addresses of persons who could give some 
information about them. 

Those asking for information must state their name and 
Surname, their exact address, nationality, and relation to 
the person (®r persons) in question. An immediate answer 


must not be expected, as the process of inquiry is neces-— 


sarily long and difficult. Delay in reply need not be inter- 
Preted as a bad sign, and there should be no insistence on 


replies. 


CZECH INDEPENDENCE DAY 
A Tradition of Freedom

M. Gustav Becvar, the Chairman of the Czecho-Slovak 


~ Colony Club, welcomed: those present, in particular Dr. 


Benes, the President. 

M. Jan Masaryk, former Czecho-Slovak Minister in 
London and the son of Thomas G. Masaryk, the founder 
of the Czecho-Slovak State, delivered a stirring speech. 
in which he said: “Our request to the Allies is to allow 
us to form some kind of body which will be responsible for 
our army.- I do not care whether it is called a Government. 
a National Council, or anything else, but it should have 
a9 to collect and equip our youngsters who want to 
ight.” 

The climax of his. speech was his declaration that Dr. 
Benes was their leader. “ Czecho-Slovakia lives! 
exclaimed Dr. Benes, while the assembly, jumping to their 
feet, roared their approval. 

Other speakers, who included M. Karel Lisicky, Chargé 
d’Affaires at the Czecho-Slovak Legation, and Mr. Vyvyan 


Adams, .M.P., emphasised that the peoples of Czecho- 


Slovakia would one day be free again in a free Europe. 
“The Czech cause is our cause,” said Mr. Adams. “It is 
the Polish cause as well. It is the cause of civilised man.” 
The speakers later addressed an overflow meeting in the 
building. 

A recital of Czecho-Slovak music followed in which the 
composers Smetana, Suk, Janacek, and Novak were inter- 
preted by Maria Hlounova (violin) and H. W. Susskind 
(piano). The last item was a film on Czecho-Slovakia, 
shown im Great Britain for the first time and depicting the 
Czechs and Slovaks as the secret allies of Britain and 
France. 

The meeting concluded with the singing of the Czech 
and British national anthems, and renewed cheers for Dr. 
Benes and M. Masaryk. 


Czechs’ and Jews’ Common Struggle 


A statement on Czecho-Slovakia and the Jews, issued by 
the. Czecho-Slovak Information Bureau, of London, on the 
occasion of Independence Day, recalls the freedom enjoyed 
by Jews under the Republic and the asylum granted to the 
Jewish refugees from Nazi persecution. Even after the 
invasion, it is pointed out, the Government of the Protec- 
torate refused to apply radical anti-Semitic meéasures, and 
forced the Nazis to bear the full responsibility for the Jew- 
laws. Jews-had been turned into pariahs and Jewish enter- 
prises had been confiscated, but their new Cvech pro- 
prietors guard them for their. Jewish friends in order to hand 
them back undisturbed in a new, free Czecho-Slovak 
Republic. 

“ To-day,” the statement ends, “ Czecho-Slovaks are 
sharing the cruel fate of the Jews. They have a common 
enemy, and they share a common yearning for liberty. . 
The common fight against Nazidom, with its cruelty exceed- 
ing that of the Middle Ages, will result im victory for the 
ideals of progress and the resurrection of a free Czecho- 
Slovakia in a free Europe, where the Jews will again find 
a home: 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the World Zionist 


Organisation, has sent a telegram to M. Masaryk asking 


him to convey to Dr. Benes, on behalf of the Jewish 
people, the fervent hope that Czecho-Slovakia might soon 
arise again “as the stronghold of democracy, freedom, and 


justice in the heart of Europe.” \ 


CO-ORDINATING POLISH REFUGEE 
RELIEF 


British Government Assistance 


Sir Francis Humphrys, who has been appointed director 
of a central agency to co-ordinate and assist in the relief 
of Polish refugees, presided over the first meeting of 
representatives of refugee relief organisations at the Foreign 
Office last week. | 

Sir Francis announced his desire to establish close contact 
with the various relief organisations and pledged the British 
Government's assistance in their work. The Treasury, he 
said. would facilitate the forwarding of relief funds and 
relief in kind: and he announced the establishment of a 
Government Committee, to deal with the problems, on 
which various organisations would be represented. Among 
the organisations represented at the meeting were the 
Polish Jewish Relief Fund, the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations, the Red Cross, and the Save the Children 
Fund. 

Lord Moyne, Chairman of the Executive of the newly 
established Polish Relief Fund, presided over a second 
conference of relief organisations On the same day to 
discuss co-ordination. si 

Queen Elizabeth has sent a subscription to the Polish 
Relief Fund, to which the King was the first subscriber. 
Co-operation is being arranged between the Polish Relief 
Fund in London and various funds which have been started 
in the Dominions. : 

Dr. Lvovitch, Vice-President of the World Ort Union, 
announces the formation of an Ort Committee in Budapest, 
with a budget of $26,000, half of which is to be raised 
among Hungarian Jews and the remainder contributed from 
abroad. 


The “ Save the Children” International Union in Geneva 
are working in conjunction with the Ort-Ose in Lithuanm, 
Rumania, and Hungary. The British Commitice of the Save 
the Children Fund have already made a substantial grant 
to Lt.-Col. Levey, the acting Chairman of the Ort-Ovsc. 

The Rumanian section of the Y.M.C.A. has donated 
£1,500 for the relief of Polish-Jewish refugees in Rumania, 
and the American Red Cross is forwarding shipments of 
drugs, blankets, and underwear for about 80,000 refugees im 
Hungary and Rumania who are now threatened with 
epidemics. 

Dr. Reiss, former head of the Palestine Office in Warsaw, 
has left for Rumania on a mission on behalf of the World 
Jewish Congress's Relief Committee. 

A Committee for Polish refugee relief has been formed 
in Stockholm. 

Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, Treasurer of the Polish-Jewish 
Refugee Fund of the Federation of Jewish Reiei Organisa- 
tions, left this week for Rumania and Hungary in order 


to organise relief measures. Mr. Zeithyn will viet Geneva 


on his way, where he will confer with the International Red 
Cross Society. 


CITIZENSHIP RESTORED TO POLISH JEWS 


In accordance with the decision adopted by the new 
Polish. Government, headed by eee 5 Sikorski, which 
has its seat in Paris, the Polish Consulate in Brussels has 
notified about 400 Stateless-—formerly Polish—Jews in 
Belgium that their status as Polish citizens will now be 
restored. They had been deprived of their passports in 
atcordance with the law enacted in pre-war Poland 
empowering the Government to annul the citizenship of 
persons who had resided for long periods abroad. 


Tue Executive Committee of the World Union of Jewish 
Youth has decided to transfer its headquarters from Paris 
to the United States. The American Section of the World

The Sadists 


“ These things are still going on,” said THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE many months ago. “The common view 
that associated them with the early days gives way to 
the realisation that the camps are still controlled by 
sadists; and once a sadist always a sadist." The White 
Paper speaks of “sadistic cruelty,” and says that the 
explanation for its outbreak may be that sexual per- 
version, ‘and in particular homosexuality, are very 
prevalent in Germany. But the White Paper makes it 
clear that decent Germans are aghast at the Nazi 
brutality and look upon its perpetrators as enemies of 
the German people. - 

The British Press has meanwhile been unanimous in 
recognising the White Paper as a complete and _ final 
confirmation of the frightfulness existing in the concen- 


tration camps. One paper sums it up as the most 


damning indictment of the Nazi regime which has yet 
come from any official source. 

It is already well on the way to becoming a best seller, 
and on the first day of publication alone, 50,000 copies 
were sold. 


Jews are now being forced by the Gestapo to sign docu- 
ments authorising German banks to collect their outstanding 
accounts in foreign countries; and to write to debtor firms 
abroad demanding the settlement of their accounts in 


foreign currency. 


POGROM-INCITEMENT IN 
GERMANY 


Jews to Suffer for Nazi Defeat 
VIENNA RIOTS 


The stage is being set in Germany for a new outbreak 
of anti-Jewish pogroms. Should Germany suffer severe 
military setbacks, then no doubt the signal for an attack 
on the Jews would be given. 

Dr. Goebbels’s paper, the ANGrIFF, gives the lead 
by accusing “the coreligionists of the German Jews 
abroad” of conducting war propaganda against 
Germany; and by complaining that the German Jews 
are least affected by the war, and that “ their behaviour 
is growing more and more provocative and impudent.” 

The STUERMER seconds the campaign by declaring 
the Jews are responsible for the war and implying that 
if the Nazis were to be defeated the Jews would be to 
blame. 

In Vienna, according to one report, serious anti- 
Jewish rioting has already occurred. Nazi hooligans 
are said to have gone through ‘the streets calling on 
the people to revenge themselves against the Jews, who, 
they alleged, had induced Britain and France to refuse 
to recognise the German occupation of Poland. Last 
year, they shouted, a Jew killed Vom Rath, but now 
“world Jewry” was determined to exterminate the 
entire German nation. 


The German Consulate in Brussels has announced that 
merchants from neutral countries will be welcomed at 
the Vienna Autumn Fajr in November, irrespective of 
their race or creed. ; 


FULL RIGHTS FOR VILNA JEWS 


Official Proclamation 


The Lithuanian Government this week issued a pro- 
clamation in Yiddish to the Jewish population of Vilna 
guaranteeing them equality of rights in accordance with 
its policy of co-operation with the national minorities, 
The proclamation declared that a Jewish Deputy-Mayor 
of the city would be appointed. 

On its entry into Vilna on Sunday, the Lithuanian 
Army was welcomed on behalf of the Jewish Com- 
munity by its President, Dr. Jacob Wigodzki. In reply, 
the Army Chief assured the Jews that the authorities 
would mete out equal treatment to all the inhabitants, 
including the national minorities. 


ANTI-SEMITISM DENOUNCED IN 
WESTERN UKRAINE 


But Soviet Arrests Bundist Leaders 


The Soviet authorities have launched a campaign 
against anti-Semitism in Western Ukraine, and 40,009 
leaflets in the Ukrainian language are to be distributed, 
IzvesTiA’ reports that the Byelorussian peasants jn 
Poland have now established friendly relations with 
the Jews, against whom there is no longer any 
incitement. 

In some places in Galicia the Soviet authorities have 
allotted plots of land of from twenty-five to fifty acres 
to Jewish and non-Jewish agricultural workers. The 
land previously belonged to Polish, Jewish, and 
Ukrainian landowners. 

According to reports received in Kaunas, the Soviet 
authorities in Tarnopol have seized the building in 
which the Jewish communal offices were situated and 
have converted it into a workers’ club. _. 

On the occasion of the Soviet elections in Western 
Ukraine and Western Byelorussia, the Jewish Press 
has been conducting a campaign against the Zionist 
Movement and against the former Jewish Socialist 
Party (Bund). | 

The Stern, of Kiev, reports daily arrests of Bundists 
in different towns, including Luck, Tarnopol, Grodno, 
and Lwow, and announces that the Bialystok Bund 
leader Goldman is now awaiting trial on the charge 
of having been in contact with the former Polish 
political police. Pravpba describes the Bund as a nest of 
tradesmen, speculators, and Trotskyites. 


JAMAICA JEWRY’S EFFORT 


The Jews of Jamaica are energetically doing war work, 
and are active in the social services. Many have joined 
the Jamaica Reserve Regiment. The Vice-President of the 
local .Auxiliary Aid is Mrs. H. P. Silverman.

When the Mayor of an important city enlists as a 
private in the Canadian Army, it is news. And when 
that Mayor is a Jew, and a Jewish immigrant at that,

career. He was born in 
Moscow, Russia, in 1900, 
and migrated to Canada 
with his family at the age 
of six, settling in Windsor. 


newspaper boy and shoe- 
black, he worked his way 
through college *and 
emerged.with a law degree.- He was called to the Bar 
in 1925. : Five years later, at the age of thirty, he 
became Mayor of Windsor, holding that office for four 
years, resigning on being appointed Minister of ‘Public 
Welfare and Municipal Affairs for. Ontario—the first 
Jew to occupy a Cabinet post in Canada. In 1937, he 
resigned his portfolio following a disagreement with the 
Premier, Mr. Hepbarn, over labour disputes. A year 
later he again stood for the Mayoralty, and despite 
fierce Opposition, in which Mr. Hepburn took part, he 
was re-elected, gaining one of his most. brilliant 
victories.’ 


A Canadian and a Jew 


One editorial comment on Mr. Croll’s enlistment by 
the MONTREAL GAZETTE, a leading Canadian paper, is 
- worth quoting at length: “Some of the most useful 
citizens Canada has ever had,” it writes, “ have come 
from the neighbouring Republic and from lands across 
the sea.” Many of these men have arrived with no 
money but have worked hard and prospered. Mayor 


David Croll is in this worthy class.” As Mayor and as — 


a member of the Legislature, Mr. Croll could easily 
have secured a commission or had himself appointed 
to some useful war-time office at home, it continues. 
“ But despite his age and the fact that he is a family 
man with three children, he has enlisted as a private 
for active service. 

“Because Mayor Croll came from Russia and because 
he supported the Committee for Industrial Organisation 
(the North American militant trade union body) when 
it was seeking an entrance into Ontario,” says. the 
Gazette, “he was the subject of bitter attack from 
more than one quarter. Whenever he was taunted on 
his Moscow birth and on the fact that he was born a 
Jew, he readily replied that he was a native of Russia 
and that. he was Jewish. This took some of the force 
out of his- critics’ sneers and made friends for the man 
under attack. Proof of the latter fact was forthcoming 
when he was re-elected Mayor in. the last municipal 
contest in Windsor. Mr. Croll, while readily confessing 
his foreign birth, always maintained that he was a 
Canadian by choice, and that he gave first allegiance 
to Canada. Actions speak louder than words, and 
Mayor Croll has given striking testimony of his 
patriotism by entering the ranks of the local regiment. 
. . « His fellow-citizens of Windsor, where he made ‘his 
career, will wish him luck and look for his return as an 
officer. Canadians elsewhere will join in congratulating 
him and trusting that he will be as successful in his 
military service as he has been in his civilian life. He 
has set a good example to both native and naturalised 
citizens throughout the country.”

A Great Thinker

stands quite aside from, and almost outside, the 
economic or political upheavals. It is the pure existence 
of a thinker. In this respect Bergson offers to-day the 
very high and very rare example of the scholar who 
never betrayed himself.” This attitude, says M. Stibio, 
must not be interpreted as egotistic indifference to the 


fortunes and misfortunes of the world. In the retire-. 


ment which delicate health has imposed upon him for 
many years, Bergson seems, on the contrary, to have 
better meditated on the behaviour of men. Those who 


criticise Bergson’s intuitionism and assert that the | 


method may lead the mind astray in a maze of 
mysticism forget that it was originally a reaction against 
a dry and narrow rationalism. 


$1,000,000 FOR U.S. JEWISH 
EDUCATION 


Friedsam Foundation’s Munificent Gift 


[From our Correspondent—New Yorx] 


Through Mr. John S. Burke, its Catholic head, the 
Friedsam Foundation this week announced the gift of 
$1,000,000 to the Jewish Education Committee for the 
improvement and extension of religious tramimg among 
the Jewish youth.

Mr. Dushkin has taken a leading part in 
Jewish education both in the U.S.A. and Palestine. In 
1920-21 he was supervisor of Jewish Schools for the 
Palestinian Government. He is the author of a book 
on “Jewish Education in New York City.”

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TRAITORS WITHIN 
THE GATE 


THE horrors of the Nazi concentration camps were 
long ago reported in the Press. Indeed, since 1933 
the columns of THe Jewish CHRONICLE have 
recorded, often week by week, sober and carefully 
authenticated accounts of these vile sadistic orgies. 
They were ridiculed and denounced by the: Nazi 
leaders as lying greuel-propaganda, and their denials 
wére no doubt believed—by many sheepishly, and 
by others because they wanted to. It is the supreme 
significance of this week’s British Government White 
Paper on the subject that it now sets the official 
imprimatur on the reports, and authoritatively holds 
up the Nazi regime to the execration of the world. 

The thirty-six pages of this Government document 
are packed tight with authenticated records of cold- 
blooded and merciless devilry such as has never been 
excelled in the blackest annals of political crime. 
In any normal mind they must arouse not only feel- 
ings of revulsion but also bewilderment and dismay. 
They leave the impression of some ghastly night- 
mare and a shuddering wonder whether such things 
can really be in the present age. Unhappily, it is all 
but too real, too hideously true. The lights have 
gone out in Germany under the horrible Nazi 
regime, and civilisation has gone back in_ that 
country to the days of black barbarism. Conditions 
in Germany, exclaims the Foreign Secretary, in his 
introduction to the White Paper, are reminiscent of 
the darkest ages in the history of man. 
coming inside a concentration camp,” cries a Nazi 
Superintendent, “ and that means you're coming into 
hell.” It is hell. And in these camps the victims 
have been and still are writhing in agony! 

It is an astounding and terrifying reflection that 
it is upon the foul and fetid iniquity which is the 
Nazi regime that certain pro-Nazi creatures in this 
country fawn, and for which they sleeplessly work. 
That, quite as much as the shock of disgust, cannot 
but be a paramount reaction to the present revela- 
tions, That there are such pro-Nazis active in the land 
iS not mere irresponsible chatter evoked by Nazi 
criminality. Speaking with all his authority as Home 
Secretary, Sir John Anderson told the House of 
Commons on Wednesday that 


“A certain body, which was well known to be anti- 
Semitic and pro-Nazi, had given instructions to. its 
members that each had to turn himself into a rumour- 
monger and a channel for verbal propaganda; measures 
considered necessary for the defence of the population 
were to be made fun of; people who had evacuated 


children should be encouraged to think that evacuation - 


was unnecessary. If cnly this propaganda could be 
put about, it was suggested, these people would come 
back to London, an important measure taken in_ the 
interests of the civil population would be defeated, and 
once that happened a surprise attack on London might 
bring the Jews to their knees.” 


In this plain statement of fact the connection 
between the Nazis and pro-Nazi anti-Semitic 
Fascists in this country is exposed in a deadly light. 
The evacuation plan is to be undermined and 
defeated. And then a surprise attack on London 
might, to use their idiotic jargon, “bring the Jews 
to their knees ”—and (incidentally, of course) the 
Germans to the heart of the Empire in triumph! 
Here is the notorious Nazi technique, brazenly 
worked by the “ fifth-column” Fascist traitors in 


this slander. 


“ You're 


this country. The methods are familiar. First shout 
in the ears of the people that they are caught in the 
toils of the conspiracy of a small and “ alien” body. 
In casting the Jews for this role, our Fascists 
faithfully follow the Hitler example. Inject into 
the people the poisonous fable that this is “ the 
Jews’ war.” Sap the public’s morale. Break its 
will to victory, and hand democracy to Nazism on a 
platter. Once these enemies of Britain have suc- 
ceeded in embroiling the general body of citizens in 
fratricidal strife instead of permitting it to concen- 
trate to a man on fighting the German aggressor, the 
way to victory would be wide open to their Nazi 
friends. These pro-Nazi traitors have plenty of talent 
available for the dirty work. The underworld and 
the variegated energies of blatant and cynical 
political careerists are ample to provide that. 

These facts as to the plans and policies of the pro- 
Nazi traitors in the land, together with their use of 
anti-Semitism as an invaluable tool for their sneak- 
ing schemes, should be brought home to every loyal 
subject so that he may not fall an innocent victim to 
the sweet poison which the Jew-baiter offers. Anti- 


Semitism is the knife with which Hitler would stab . 


this country in the back. It should be recognised as 
a public danger as sinister as espionage and far more 


dangerous than the mightiest efforts of open Nazi 


propaganda. 

At present, these “ fifth-column ” traitors are very 
busy trying to spread the Jewish war-guilt lie. It is 
the. characteristic. Nazi riposte to the well-founded 
war-guilt charge which was brought and proved 
against the ex-Kaiser’s Germany in connection with 
the last war. The. palpable falsity of this charge 
against Jews has been exposed =  agamh and 
again, while the very facts cry refutation of 
If. Britain is at war, it is to rid 
Europe and the Empire of a bloodthirsty system 
which threatens the peace and security of other 
nations and of which the the Jewish agony is only 
one comparatively small example. Had Britain 
wished to draw the sword in a Jews’ war, she could 
haye done so during any of the last six years, and 
long before the’ rape of Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
and. Poland lit up luridly the dire danger to her own 
freedom and drove her to take up arms. 

Of course, the Jews, like every other people, 
hunger for an early peace. But what enduring peace 
can be made with a thrice-forsworn system which, 
as the White Paper shows, has turned Germany into 


a cesspool of moral contamination so that it 


menaces the whole fabric of civilisation? How build 
up a just and settled new order with “a group of 
wicked men whose hands are stained with blood and 
soiled with corruption”? How even discuss peace 
terms or civilised plans with a clique that simply does 
not speak the language of civilisation, that derides 
every form of morality and openly proclaims its 


- intention to break all agreements when it suits them? 


Peace will come in due course, and, it is profoundly 
hopéd, at no distant date. But it will not be one 
more pact with the beastly thing called Hitlerism, 
which at this stage might only be a trick to obtain 
victory for Nazidom—for which its criminal agents 
in this country are labouring. 

Now, however, that the veil has been lifted 
officially on the subterranean machinations of the 
pro-Nazis in the land the time has surely come for 
protective measures against them. The nation cannot 
look idly on while its gallant struggle is beaten by 
the dastardly enemy within the gates. Vigilance is 
demanded, and swift and forthright action, if the 
nation is to be saved. What matters if a few derisory 


pinchbeck “ martyrs” are made so long as victory is 


not snatched from the nation’s grasp, so long as 
Britain emerges triumphant and free? 


DRIFT OR DIRECTION ? 


Tue widespread attention which the proposal for a 
Jewish War Emergency Directorate has evoked j}\\\s. 
trates the keen and growing interest felt in it. Ag 
might have been expected, the chief, if not only, doubt 
felt as to its expediency springs from fear that it might. 
if implemented, undermine the democratic authority of 
existing Organisations. But this apprehension could, 


in practice, be dispelled if the scheme for the setting 


up of a Committee were carefully thought out. Any 
interference with existing institutions could be reduced 
to a minimum. The Deputies could still carry on with 
their functions; the Synagogues, the various philan- 
thropic movements, such as that concerned with 
evacuees, could equally persevere with their work. To 
attempt to usurp the functions of these bodies would, 
indeed, mean the building up of a big and expensive 
new Organisation, as well as the accumulation of a huge 
burden beyond the powers of a small group of men, 
however able. The duties of the Emergency Com- 
mittee would not be so detailed. Their mission would 
be to keep under constant survey the whole Jewish 
position, here and abroad, to suggest new initiatives, 
to encourage and assist co-ordination of effort, and to 
act immediately where and when, with a full sense of 
responsibility, they deem immediate action necessary. 


ALICE IN WONDERLAND 


Mr. DIAMOND, whose public services have earned 
him the tribute of respect, expressed the view that the 
Anglo-Jewish Community is not passing through a 
crisis. To-day, our Community is largely scattered to 
the four corners of the country. Its finances and collec- 
tive life are enfeebled and its position is menaced by direct 
and vitriolic attack. It ts, in addition, responsible for 
a considerable number of fellow-Jews from abroad who 
are refugees from tyranny. And in these circumstances 
it finds itself as part of the general community locked 
in a life and death struggle for the nation’s survival. 
How in such circumstances the Community can be 
said not to be facing a crisis frankly passes comprehen- 
sion. “Even if none of these troubles existed, the 
tremendous Jewish problems which are being manu- 
factured on the Continent, and which eloquently, if 
tragically, proclaim Jewry’s arrival at a new turning 
point in its history, are bound to affect British Jewry 
and touch it perhaps to the very bone. 


The truer view, surely, is that of Colonel Nathan: 
“ There never was a time when more urgent and com- 
plex problems were daily arising for solution.” How 
better take hold of them than with the. assistance of 
a small and competent body equipped by experience, 
resolute and swift in action? That was the successful 
plan adopted by the nation in the last war. It is its 
policy to-day, and the policy endorsed by all who love 
democracy too well to see it fail at the testing time. 
Such a body is, as Mr: Schiff wisely observes, essential 


in our own case, The question is whether we have 


the grit, the political sense, and the energy to take the 
initiative and set the new system afoot. Or are we ‘oo 
fearful of change and overborne by petty personal 
jealousies and suspicions to make a move? 


NOT UNDEMOCRATIC 


As Dr. Bernard Homa has said, “There are occasions 
of emergency when the ordinarily and necessarily cum- 
bersome methods of progressive change inherent 10 
democratic control must yield to the more rapid pro- 
cesses required by urgent necessity.” That is why the 
new Committee should be empowered to approach 
Government departments, to formulate long-distance 
policies for the peace-time settlement, and to take imme- 
diate action in case of urgent need. If other bodics 
are not prepared for such a delegation of functions, 
then they must be bereft of all sense of Jewish needs 
in these critical times. The surrender of the functions 
referred to does not imply any supplanting of the 
Deputies or attack on democratic practice. When Mr. 
Liverman, for instance, asks that the new Commitice 


should maintain a definite link with the people them- 


selves, the reply is that the views of the Deputies would 
be a preponderating influence upon its membcr- 
ship. Indeed, as Colonel Nathan argues, the Board 
could and should, as in Parliament to-day, have regular 
general discussions for the purpose of informing the 
Anglo-Jewish public of the existing position, and of 


_ keeping the Committee alert to Anglo-Jewish opinion. 
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If the Deputies lose confidence in the Committee, then, 
as Colonel Nathan points out, the Committee should give 
place to another body. This is the only practical way in 
which democracy can function in emergency. 


DARE WE MUDDLE ON? 


Ir we dilly dally, the time will come when we may 
have to do in panic and hurry what we can now accom- 
plish with deliberation and care. Moreover, even if 
the policy of drift is pursued, there is not even the 
certainty that individual and private groups will not 
get to work and act of their own accord—and with no 
regard for democratic principles—instead of, as pro- 
posed, in consultation with existing movements. It is 
time that the Community pulled itself together and set 
its house in order. The call is for wise and provident 
statesmanship—and a little less funk, fumbling; and silly 
egotistical foolery. 


A ROLL CALL OF THE LOST 


We publish this week, with the help of the World 
Jewish Congress and the Polish Refugee Committee of 
Bucharest, the first list of names and, where available, 
the present addresses of a considerable number of 
Polish-Jewish war refugees in Rumania and Hungary. 
We do so as a, public duty and a matter of sheer 
humanity, so that relatives and friends in this country 
and abroad who have lost touch with these unfortunates 
and who are anxious about them may now be able to 
communicate with them and render them assistance. It is 
a sad list, illumining only a mere corner of the ghastly 
Polish scenes, for the registration of the refugees is an 
enormous task needing much time as well as labour. 
It. is hoped to print further names from these lists in 
due course. As one surveys even those already pub- 
lished and realises how much of tragedy lies behind 
that simple recital, one gets some small measure of the 
havoc and suffering which Hitler's wanton, brutal, and 
callous war has brought in its train. Yet, in face of all 
this tribulation, so shattering to individual lives and so 
full of misery, anxiety, and apprehension for Jews every- 
where, Nazi-inspired propaganda persists in the out- 
rageous lie that Jews wanted and planned the war. If 
Jews had so acted and had had the power to carry 
out so nefarious a purpose they would not merely have 
been unspeakably criminal but utterly mad. 


A WORD TO JEWS IN THE SERVICES 


IN- several quarters an effort has begun to compile 
a register of Jews serving with H.M, Forces. One reason 
for it is, no doubt, that such a record would enable 
touch to be maintained with coreligionists in the fighting 
forces, so that access to them in the provision of 
religious services and ministration should be the easier. 
But there is another important reason for the proposal. 
The Jew-baiters are certain to raise the cry—they are 


doing so already—that the Jews are not “doing their | 


bit.” The charge is, of course, a false one—as false 
as it Was proved to have been in the case of the last war. 
But the most effective refutation is provided by cold 
facts, and the facts as to Jewish service can only be 
collected in fullest measure if Jewish soldiers com- 
municate them to the Jewish Chaplain at Woburn 
House, Upper Woburn Place, W.C.1, or to the Secretary 
of the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Association at 43, Prescot 
Street, London, E.1. It is understandable that civilians 
settling down to the novelties of Service life have their 
thoughts occupied with other matters. But if all will 
realise that in furnishing the desired particulars as early 
as possible they are doing a plain and honourable duty 
to themselves and their people, the whole truth shou!d 


re a timely answer to a lie that has always died 
ard. 


WASHINGTON AND THE REFUGEES 


ALTHOUGH it is difficult to assess the results of the 
discussions recently held in Washington on President 
Roosevelt's initiative, there seems reason to suppose that 
& somewhat troublesome misunderstanding arose con- 
cerning the President's references to twenty million 
refugees whose plight would clamour for attention at 
the conclusion of the war. Obviously, those refugees 
would include the hordes who fled from the invaders 
Often to places not distant from their normal homes, 
but whose re-establishment would be a branch of 
refugee work. Anxiety, however, was felt lest the 
President's words might have foreshadowed the war's 
concluding with savage racialism, producing swarms of 


fleeing refugees, still an established phenomenon of 
European life. Such anticipation, it seems to have been 
thought, might play into the hands of the Fuhrer, now 
busily occupied with the consummation of his racial 
theories, and be opposed, therefore, to the Allies’ war 
aims, which unquestionably embrace the destruction 
of the evils from which the refugee problem has sprung. 

It is satisfactory, however, to learn that an agree- 
ment has been reached under which the more immediate 
necessities of existing refugees will be tackled, with the 
Philippines and the Dominican Republic as the likely 
places of settlement, leaving the fate of the war refugees 
to be determined by the inevitable Peace Conference. 
It should be remembered, however, that considerable 
alleviation of the problem of existing refugees may well 
be found in the increasing degree with which the services 
of these victims of Nazism may be called upon as the 
man-power of the democracies becomes progressively in 
demand. In this connection, the Home Secretary, it is 
most satisfactory to note, is taking a broad view of the 
position, while of course not relaxing in any way his 
vigilant and essential guard of the country’s vital war- 
time interests. 


QUARTER-JEWISH BLACK SHEEP 


THe Times Durban Correspondent draws attention 
to the fact, officially vouched for, that the individual 
who broadcasts inflammatory anti-British propaganda 
and subversive announcements in Afrikaans, dissemi- 
nated nightly from Zeesen, the German short-wave 
station, is Sidney Erich Holm, a man of German-Jewish 
origin. His father, we are told, is of German parentage, 
and his mother also came from Germany. But his 
grandfather had been a Rabbi. This statement, it is 
further said, is given great prominence in Afrikaans news- 
papers supporting the present South African Govern- 
ment and is published alongside a photostatic copy of 


the man’s birth certificate. It ts surely unnecessary to 


say how little the actions of this person, born in Cape 
Province, conform to the passionately-held pro-Ally 
convictions of Jewry, as publicly proclaimed by Jewish 
leaders and as fervently shown in Jewish action. Even 
Jewry, despite the 100 per cent. perfection demanded 
by its shallow critics, cannot prevent the inclusion in 
its ranks of an occasional black sheep such as is found 
among all other communities the world over. There is 
the obvious case of the French “ Stuttgart traitor,” 
avainst whom M. Daladier has so eloquently thundered. 
And, after all, this Zeesen traitor had only a Jewish 
grandfather, and the amount of his association with Jews 
has been nil—though his “ Jewishness ”’ is sufficient to 


provide Hitler with another opportunity for revealing 


the sincerity of his racial “ principles.” 


Such unpleasant types are, unfortunately, part of 
humanity's inevitable inheritance in the present stage 
of human development, as Houston Stewart Chamber- 
lain’s treachery to his English motherland in the last 
war proved. And in case any Jew-baiter should feel 


inclined to make capital out of the Zeesen traitor with 


his Jewish grandfather it need only be pointed out that 
German Jews in every home of. refuge have swarmed 
to offer their services to the Allied cause. 


THAT WAR GUILT LIE 

A CHRISTIAN correspondent writes to say that he was 
walking with a Jewish friend in an important London 
thoroughfare when they were accosted with the cry: 
“ We are fighting this — war for the Jews.” 
A complaint to a police constable elicited only the 


- response that nothing could be done, as the man had a 


right to express his opinion. This hurling of an unpro- 
yoked insult, and one, too, capable, if widely imitated, 
of causing untold national mischief, was overlooked 
and even “ justified ” by one of the paid servants of the 
law. One of the newly drafted Defence Regulations 
discussed in Parliament this week lays it down that “no 
person shall endeavour, whether orally or otherwise, to 
influence public opinion in a manner likely to be pre- 
judicial to the defence of the realm or the. efficient 
prosecution of war.” The preservation as far as 
possible of the liberties of the subject is a sacred duty. 
But it is hard to believe that the prevention of the dis- 
semination of the wicked lie that this war is a Jewish 
war, and therefore should not be persisted in, would 
be a trespass on such liberties. All that it would do 
would be to stamp out a dangerous perversion of 
palpable and demonstrable fact. It would protect a 
helpless and loyal Community against atrocious incite- 


ment and safeguard the nation’s vital home front 


morale. It is greatly to be hoped that this very serious 
matter is engaging the earnest attention of the authorities.

FEDERATION OF CZECHO- 
SLOVAKIAN JEWS 


From Rabbi Dr. ISIDORE EPSTEIN (4 Vice-President) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sik,—Despite the many urgent causes that at present 
make claims upon our sense of sympathy and rachmanuth, 
the Federation of Czecho-Slovakian Jews has been moved 
by the desperate needs of the victims of Hitler's mania of 
extermination to issue an appeal. 

lt is on behalf of those pitiable refugees from Czecho- 
Slovakia, overwhelmed suddenly, almost overnight, by 
disaster, that this Federation is urgently appealing for help. 

in addition to the assistance rendered to those fortunate 
enough to have found shelter in this hospitable country, 


the Federation has been rushing succour to many of those - 


who were suddenly forced to seek refuge in Poland, and 
who are ‘now again in flight in Rumania, Latvia, and 


Lithuania, where they have arrived in complete destitution. 


In their behalf, the Federation is in contact with the 
Governments concerned and with the High Commissioner 
for Refugees, in association with other relief bodies. 
Apart from this, it is caring for the maintenance of young 
Czecho-Slovak refugees in two hostels in the East and 
North of London, and in particular for those large num- 
bers of young religious people who have been entrusted 
to the Federation by the official refugee bodies. | 

In ail its work, the Federation maintains the closest con- 
tact with kindred organisations, as well as with the official 
Czech. authorities, whose appreciation of this work 
is shown by a tribute recently paid to it by M. Jan Masaryk, 
last Minister of Czecho-Slovakia in this country, and son 
of the first President of the State. He writes: “1 would 
like to tell you how much I appreciate the work of the 
Federation of Czecho-Slovak Jews. My and your ideals 
are identical in this great struggle—namely, return of inter- 
national decency, religious freedom, and free Jews in a 
free Czecho-Siovakia. May God bless your efforts.” 

It is to be hoped that Anglo-Jewry, that has proved itself 
responsive to calls for help, will not be left unmoved by 
the cry of distress of our unfortunate brethren.

He was Presi- 
dent of the Dr. Moses Gaster Lodge in 1926 and 1927, 
and was one of the British delegates to the Arbeits- 
gemeinschaft of the European B'nai B'rith in Berlin. For 
several years he held executive office at the South Man- 
chester Synagogue, which he also represented on the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, and he has 
been for some time Treasurer of the Kasher Kitchen at 
the Manchester Royal Infirmary. ! 

A warm tribute to Bro. Goldberg's public services 
was paid by Bro. Sandler, when he proposed the teast 
of -“ The Dr. Moses Gaster Lodge.” In reply, Bro. 
Goldberg gave a historical survey of the development 
and work of the B’nai B'rith Movement. 

Bro. Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann proposed the toast of 
“B'nai B'rith,” and Bro. William Miller responded. 
Bro. Dr. S. Feibelmann, on behalf of the refugee 
members of B'nai B'rith present, thanked the Man- 
chester Men’s Lodge for their hospitality. Bro. Benson, 
Hon. Secretary, expressed the regret of the members 
at the absence, through indisposition, of Bro. Dr. 1. 
Wassilevsky (a past President of the Lodge) and their 
sincere wishes for his speedy return to health. 


PROBLEMS OF JEWISH EVACUEES 


Discussion at ‘Talmud Torah 


The problems arising out of the evacuation of Jewish 
children from the Manchester area formed the main 
item of discussion at the meeting of the Talmud Torah 
Council held on Sunday. : 

Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., President, who was in the 
chair, said that plans were quickly made whereby 
Hebrew instruction was provided in some reception areas 
in Lancashire. A number of children, however, still 
remained in Manchester, and these were able to continue 
their Hebrew lessons at the Heaton Park Branch, 
“ Woodthorpe,” and also at the Main School, in Bent 
Street. 

Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, Chairman of the Education 
Committee, in the course of his report, praised the 
Talmud Torah Executive for having tackled the prob- 
lem immediately in certain reception areas without 
waiting for a comprehensive scheme to be formulated 
and approved by the general Community. He spoke ¢ 
the scheme he proposed for the religious weliare of al 
Jewish children in the reception areas. He hoped to 
arrange for Jewish children to be billeted in large 
hostels in each area, where they could live in a Jewish 
atmosphere, be given Hebrew instruction, and be sup- 
plied with kasher food. 

Councillor §. Taylor and Messrs. P. Weisberg, W. '. 
Simon, I. Wolfson, E. Fox, J. Franks, A. J. Borin, and 
W. Stone participated in a discussion. 


Institution’s Serious Financial Position 


Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer of the Talmud Torah, pre 
sented a financial statement for the nine montns 
January to September—showing income, 
expenditure, £2,951; and a deficit for the period of et 
The overdraft to the Bank had risen to £5,435. ‘i 
Raffles pointed out that the Talmud Torah now had to 
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maintain teaching staffs both in reception areas and in 
Manchester. At the same time, the emergency had 
caused a serious shrinkage in income. He appealed to 
the Community to enable the Talmud Torah to shoulder 
its responsibilities by more substantial support. 

Messrs. M. Bernstein, B. Forster, and I. Kindler 
discussed ways and means of increasing the income. 
An appeal was made for the Winter Boot and Clothing 
Fund. 

Mr. Raffles acknowledged with thanks the receipt of 
legacies from the late Sarah Goldman (Blackpool), £50; 
and the late Myer Kersh, £45; and also a grant of 
£50 from the Manchester Shechita Board. : 

A report was read from the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, the 
Principal, on his work in the reception areas. The 
report, inter alia, acknowledged with thanks the help 
received from the local Directors of Education, head- 
masters and other responsible officers, local ministers, 
and the Jewish Communities of Blackpool and St. 
Annes; and from the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education in regard to the supply of Children’s Holy- 
day prayer books. 


Mr. Aubrey M. Clayton spoke on “ What is Wrong With 
Anglo-Jewish Youth?” to a meeting of the Higher 
Broughton Young judeans held last week. Mr. H. 
Raphael presided. Mr. Clayton also addressed the Oneg 
Shabbat gathering of the Torah Va’Avodah Organisation, 
at which Mr. M. A. Jaffe presided. 

Representatives of the local branch of the German- 
Jewish Aid Committee, who have been altending as liaison 
officers at the sittings of the Aliens Tribunals at Man- 
chester Town Hall during the past weeks, pay a warm 
tribute to the courtesy and kindness which the Tribunal 
judges have shown in their examination of the cases of 
individual refugees. 3

LEEDS TALMUD TORAH AND 
EVACUEES 
Reorganisation of Religious Teaching 


[From our Correspondent] 


A meeting of the Executive of the Leeds Talmud 
Torah was held at the Communal Offices, Brandsby 
Lodge, last week. i 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, who presided, presented a 
report on the efforts which had been made to date in 
connection with the reorganisation of the religious 
teaching to the evacuated Jewish children in the 
reception areas. . The teachers, he said, who had 
returned (as reported in our last issue) had now been 
replaced, and the Talmud Torah was in direct touch 
with 350 children. A number of children had returned 
to Leeds, in common with the returned evacuees of 
other denominations, and it was doubtful whether the 
return was due to religious difficulties rather than to 
the general difficulties which all evacuees were 
experiencing. 

Vicar Joins the Hebrew Class 


In the area round Pontefract, there were three 
teachers. Mr. Pock, of the staff of the Talmud 
Torah, ‘covered three villages with his centre at 
Whitley Bridge, and was giving regular instruction to 
59 children. It is interesting to note that the Vicar 
of one of the important centres had given his study for 
use as a Hebrew classroom and was himself attending 
the lessons. In addition, in that area two other 
teachers were employed, bringing the total number of 
children to 71. In the Wakefield Rural District there 
were now 50 Jewish children, and daily instruction and 
Sabbath services were given in the villages of Crofton 
and Walton. | 

The greatest concentration of Jewish children was 
in Lincolnshire. To Lincoln all the Leeds High 
Schools had been evacuated, and there was a solid 
block of 150 Jewish pupils. . 


Sabbath Services Organised 


Mr. Wolfe, Secretary of the Talmud Torah, spent 
his week-ends at Lincoln and organised the Sabbath 
services, at which the average attendance was 130. For 
those pupils of Hebrew School age, classes were held 
on Friday nights, Saturdays, and Sundays, and the 
attendance was in the region of 30. A Habonim unit 


had been formed, and organisation was being intro-. 


duced by the high school pupils to the villages near 
Lincoln where Jewish primary school pupils had been 
evacuated. | 

In the three villages of Branston, Heington, and 
Washbrough, there were 80 pupils who were being 
given a minimum of two lessons per week each during 


school hours, by Mr. Hayman, the senior teacher of 
the Talmud Torah. 

Arising out of the discussion on the report, the Rev. 
A. S. Super proposed that the idea of establishing a 
full-time ministry at Lincoln must now be revised, and 
it was resolved to approach the Board of Shechita to 
ask them to allocate the sum of £250 which they had 
voted to the Talmud Torah, for this purpose. 


Jewish Children in Leeds 


Mr. M. Silman drew attention to the number of 
Jewish children now in Leeds who were not receiving 
any Hebrew education, and it was decided that the 
question of arranging some form of educational pro- 
gramme, both in Hebrew and in Jewish secular subjects, 
in the various Synagogue buildings should be investi- 
gated. At the present time, parents would be very 
likely to take advantage of any educational facilities 
which could be offered by the Talmud Torah. 

It was reported that Mr. D. I. Sandelson was taking 
steps to raise a special fund for Jewish education to meet 
the extra expenses involved in evacuation, and other 
essential religious services. He hoped by this means to 
be able to reach a figure of £2,000, and substantial 
amounts had already been promised. 


EXTRA COMFORTS FOR SOLDIERS 


Jewish Support for Lord Mayor’s 
Appeal 


A representative meeting was held at the Civic Hall 

last week, under the Chairmanship of the Lord Mayor, 
Alderman Rowland Winn, to raise a fund of £15,000 
for the purpose of providing comforts for Leeds 
soldiers. The Lord Mayor announced that to com- 
memorate his year of office he would open the subscrip- 
tion lists with a gift of £1,000. It was also announced 
that Sir Montague Burton had given £500. 
Mr. D. L. Sandelson, one of the sponsors of the 
scheme, said that in addition to these gifts he had 
already received promises of approximately £2,000. 
The main object of the Fund, he pointed out, was to 
provide Leeds soldiers, wherever they may be, with such 
extra comforts as are not provided by the Authorities— 
books, magazines, radio receivers, additional clothing, 
and other equipment. In certain circumstances it was 
intended also that help be given to wives and families 
of the soldiers, 

Among the representative Committee elected to 


administer the Fund were the Rev. A. S. Super, Aldes- 
man H. Morris, J.P., and Mr. D. 1. Sandelson. 


The New Ministers 


As recently reported in these columns, the Rev. Isaae 
Cohen, Minister of the Moortown Synagogue, and the 
Rev. Josef Apfel, Reader of the Great Synagogue, have 
been inducted into their respective offices. At a special 
service held last week at the Moortown Synagogue, the 
Rev. I. Cohen preached his introductory sermon. 

Rev. J. Apfel officiated, and was assisted by a choir of 
the Refugee Hostel, conducted by Mr. A. Meyer.

Mr. Cohen is to be married on Sunday at the Hove 
Synagogue to Miss F. Weisfogel, of London. 


Presiding at the monthly meceting of the Board of the 
Herzl-Moser Hospital, Mr. H. Freedman, after expressing 
the sympathy of the Board with Mr. E. V. Gould, Vice- 
Chairman, on the death of his father, said that at the out- 
break of the war the Hospital had been compelled by the 
Ministry of Health to evacuate its patients, but it was 
fully staffed and expenses were normal, and owing to 
the evacuation of subsczribers the income was depleted. In 
addition, the functions which usually brought in large sums 
annually could not be arranged this year. The Chairman 
appealed to the supporters of the Hospital to continue 
their subscriptions, end, if possible, to increase their 
donations. 

A Junior Congftegation has been formed in Moortown. 
At the inaugural meeting, held at the residence of *Mr. 
J. Cohen, the Rev. 'saac Cohen, who presided, outlined 
his scheme for the organisation of. the Congregation. 
Services will be held evéry Sabbath morning from 10 to 11.

GLASGOW FAMILIES EVACUATE 
Education Facilities at Ayr 
[From our Correspondent] 


In view of the fact that almost a hundred Jewish 
families from Glasgow have recently taken up residence 
in Ayr, the question of Jewish education was considered 
by the Special Emergency Committee. Three repre- 
sentatives from the Committee, the Rev. Dr. I. K. Cos- 
grove, Dr. M. Friedlander, and Mr. B. Glasser, recently 
met the Executive of the Ayr Hebrew Congregation to 
discuss the position. 

The Ayr Executive expressed full sympathy with the 
work. being undertaken by the Emergency Commitice, 
and a meeting of all Jewish residents was convened in 
the Masonic Halls, Ayr. Mr. Cosgrove presided, and 
the meeting was addressed by Dr. Freidlander and Mr. 
Glasser. The methods of providing emergency educa- 
tion facilities were explained to the audience, and it 
was decided that classes should be opened immediately. 
Two teachers from Glasgow, together with a local 
teacher, will be in charge of the classes, which will be 
divided into three sections—beginners’, intermediate, 
and advanced. 

Mr. M. Gold, Hon. Secretary of the Ayr Hebrew Con- 
gregation, said that a grant of ten guineas would be made 
by the congregation towards the expense of accommo- 
dating teachers, and another sum of ten guineas was 
promised by members of the audience. A special Com- 
mittee of six, representing. the local congregation and 
Jewish residents, was appointed, and this Committee, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. S. Wolfson, J.P., met 
after the public meeting to discuss detailed arrangements 
for the classes. 

Before leaving, Dr. Freidlander addressed the mem- 
bers of the Ayr Jewish Debating Society on the subject, 
“Is Judaism Worth Preserving?” Mr. N. Easterman 
presided, and the speaker was thanked.on the motion 
of Dr. S. Morris. |

REFUGEES AT SOUTHEND 
Plans for New Congregation Deplored

At a meeting of the Synagogue Council held last 
Sunday at the Alexandra Road Synagogue Chambers, 
Mr. Leon Feitelson, who was in the Chair, said that 
certain German refugees in the town were attempt- 
ing to establish an independent Congregation. This 
proposed action at a time when the Community was 
struggling to keep going in face of seriously depleted 
membership and rapidly-growing financial deficit was 
to be deplored. He hoped the plan would be abandoned, 
not only because there was no reason whatsoever for 
the starting of fresh Jewish religious projects, but also 
because they were prepared to extend a sincere welcome 
to the refugees into the two Synagogues already in being. 

Mr. M. A. Webber, Treasurer, also spoke against the 
plan, which he suggested might only cause the awaken- 
ing of dormant anti-Semitism in certain quarters.

SOUTHPORT’S REFUGEE HOSTEL

There. are three new arrivals at the Hostel for Refugee 
Girls in Argyle Road, which is sponsored by the Jewish 
Community tn Southport. They are three little sisters, aged 
four, five, and six years, who have been evacuated from 
Newcastle. They only arrived in England from the Rhine- 
land a few weeks before evacuation. 

The other fifteen girls, who are all in their teens, have 
been in Southport for the past nine months and have shown 
an all-round improvement in health and fitness. Two of 
the girls attend local schools and both are proving very 
good pupils. In return for her tuition one of them gives 
German lessons to her fellow-pupils, and another is top of 
her class in English. 

Mrs. Steinberg, the Matron, handles the girls with 
sympathy and kindness, and from her previous experience 
of being in charge of a home of eighty young people in 
Germany, she is well fitted for the task. The girls under- 
take housework and help with the cooking. Two girls are 
training as chemists, another two as hairdressers. Mrs. 
Woodman visits the Hostel to give English lessons, and 
Mr. Leonard Holmes has recently commenced elocution 
tuition. 

The Hostel was formerly the home of Miss Josie Harris, 
who offered it to the Committee when it decided to set up a 
refugee home in Southport. The representative Committee 
iS responsible for the administration of the Hostel, and the 
local Jewish Community for its maintenance.

“PEACE FRONT” 


Flirting With the Left 
POLICY A LA HITLER

Following the establishment of a united front between 
Fascists, ex-Fascists, and some members of the Peace 
Pledge Union via the British Council for Christian 
Settlement in Europe (whose Acting Secretary is Mr. 
John Beckett, formerly of the B.U.F., and whose Acting 
Treasurer is Captain R. Gordon Canning, in recent 
years one of Mosiey’s chief lieutenants), attempts are 
being made to extend “ peace front ™ activities to include 
supporters of the political Left. | 

The Council, it will be recalied, recently issued a 
peace statement which was signed by a number of 
Fascists, ex-Fascists, Pacifists, and others; but two of. 
the Pacifists, the Rev. Donald Soper and Dr. Maude 
Royden (who has resigned from the P.P.U.), later dis- 
sociated themselves from it. | 

Now Mr. Hugh Ross Williamson,: one of the 
signatories to the statement, is campaigning for a 
“united peace front” that will extend from Mosley to 
the left wing of the Labour Party, and perhaps even 
farther. Mr. Williamson was formerly a member of 
the Labour Party and one of its Parliamentary candi- 
dates, but was expelled some months ago. Before his 
expulsion, he contributed several articles to the B.U-.F. 
organ, ACTON, in which he expressed sympathy with 
Mosley’s policy. 


Mr. Hugh Ross Williamson 


His view then was ‘that Fascism was a form of anti- 
Capitalism, and that in order to revive the Labour 
Party it would be necessary to unite “ the two enemies 
of plutocratic tyranny, Socialism and Fascism.” While 
condemning racial persecution, he has expressed the 
opinion that anti-Semitism is a form of anti-capitalist 
protest, and should be recognised as such. 

Last week, Mr. Williamson contributed an article to 
ACTION Suggesting the possibility of a peace front led 
by Mosley and Sir Stafford Cripps; and in Sunday's 
REYNOLDS News he wrote. claiming that Hitler is a true 
Socialist whom the rank and file of the Left have no 
reason to oppose. 

Even the Communists have not escaped Mr. William- 
son's insistent overtures. In a letter to the Dairy 
Worker, he referred to its editorial appeal for the 
“unity of all our forces,” and asked whether this applied 
to “any potential ally in support of a real anti- 
capitalist peace front.” 

His letter was published without comment at the 
time; and no comment on his suggestion has since been 
made, unless it be a statement in the Daity Worker's 
editorial article of last Saturday that “we are anti- 
Fascists “ and that “the fight against Fascism has not 
been dropped.” 


lll-Matched Bedfellows 


It is not clear what Mr. Williamson's aim is in 
advocating this Fascist-Pacifist-Communist “ peace 


front.” . It-is hard to believe that he thinks such a front 


possible, in view of the divergences of policy of the 
three bodies. 

Meanwhile, the Fascists, while advocating peace with 
Hitler, employ language which suggests that they are 
not, like the Pacifists, lovers of peace in the abstract, 
and that a war against Russia would not meet with their 
disapproval. It may be that Mr. Williamson is con- 
fused enough to think such ill-matched bedfellows as 
Fascism and Pacifism, or Fascism and Communism, can 
work unitedly together without a compromise on the 
part of one of them. 

On the other hand, it may be that the suggestion of 


.@ Mosley-Left wing alliance is calculated to sow con- 


fusion in the ranks of the Left and so make them an 
easier prey for Mosley’s demagogy and anti-Jewish 
incitement.

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FASCIST CHORUS OF HATE 


Incitement at London Meetings 
[From our Special Correspondent] 
To get a clear picture of B.U.F. war-time incitement 


- against the Jews it is necessary to attend some of their 


street mettings, of which they still hold about half a 
dozen in London every week-end. Here, their sup- 
porters turn up—perhaps fifty or sixty strong—to hear 
“the same old story.” 

Their main argument is that the war was caused by 
“certain people ” (“ the Jews,” various members of the 
audience always shout) who were determined to get 
their own back for the way in which they had been 
treated in Germany. There are always references to 
Hitler's genuine, as they allege, desires for peace, and 
sneers at the British Government and democratit 
institutions. The other day, I heard references to 
“ Belisha’s cut-price army.” and to the alleged fact 
that “ the Press is filthy because it is democratic.” This 
particular speaker, whose foulness of language has to 
be heard to be believed, said that he was disgusted by 
the way in which “ our enemies are being reviled.” ‘He 
did not, of course, mention Goebbels’s particular 
qualities, or even Ribbentrop’s. He asserted that those 
responsible for the campaign were “our. guests.” 
“The Jews,” came the parrot cry. The Nazi leaders 
are not the only people who can utter threats. Their 
erstwhile disciples are equally bloodthirsty. “The day 
of reckoning is coming when these people will answer,” 
shouted the speaker. “Out with the Yids,” his sup- 
porters responded. 


The “ Yid Complex ” 


These Blackshirts have a “ Yid complex.” They see, 
speak, and think “ Yiddish” at all times and every- 
where, and they turn up at all the meetings ready to act 
as-a Greek chorus. 

At one meeting they heartily applauded a woman 
speaker who said that “ British Union will undoubtedly 


. come to pass.” She prophesied that the Communists 


would stir up'a revolt in this country, * and then British 
Union will step in and restore order.” To those who 
have studied the Nazi technique, this statement is most 
enlightening. The Nazis first stirred up disorder, 
and then appeared as the restorers of order. - The 
Reichstag fire is the classic example of this. Classic, 
also, but rather outworn now, is their pose as the 
saviours of society from Communism. In his diary 
Goebbels makes this clear. He wrote: “In a discussion 
with the Fiihrer, the guiding principles for the struggle 
against the Red terror were laid down. For the time 
being we shall refrain from direct counter-measures. 
The Bolshevistic revolutionary attempt must first flame 
up. Then.at the fitting moment we shall strike.” 


Student of Streicher 


One ex-member of the B.U.F., who has been active 
on an anti-Jewish crusade of his own, has since the 
outbreak of war been rather silent about the Jews, 
resolutely refusing to be drawn. He was, however, 
recently heckling at a meeting, and the speaker said 
to him: “ You get your politics from Dr. Goebbels.” 
“No | don't,” was his reply. “I get it from Julius 
Streicher.” It is useful to have this on record as there 
have been some who believed that this person had 
turned over a new leaf. 

There is still a need for Jewish Defence, particularly 
in the Stoke Newington and Hackney areas. It may 
be true that at the moment there is no perceptible 
growth of anti-Semitism, for a variety of reasons. But 
that should not lull our leaders into a false sense of 
security. A war-weary people may seek a diversion: 
and Fascists and other anti-Semites will not be slow 
to take advantage of the situation.

A.R.P. SHELTER CAMPAIGN IN STEPNEYy 


Exposing a Fascist Lie 


Two hundred thousand people live in Stepney. Air. 
raid shelters have, for a variety of reasons, been pro- 
vided for only 30,000; and the anti-Semites have been 
spreading the lie that shelters will not be provided 
because “ the Government is run by Jews, the Borough 
bg is run by Jews, and the landlords are jl 
ews.” 

The answer to this agitation is given by the activities 
of the Stepney Tenants’ Defence League, which, led 


‘by Father Groser and Mr. T. Rosen, represents many 


thousands of Jewish and non-Jewish residents in 
Stepney. The League is at present demanding adequate 
A.R.P. for Stepney, and is receiving the co-operation 
of certain landlords, many of whom are Jews. “ The 
position now is,” Mr. Rosen told me, “ that the Borough 
Council is responsible for the provision of shelters. and 
we are entering into an agreement with the landlords 
whereby only the rent will be paid over. The occupiers 
will then become liable for the rates. But the League, 
on their behalf, will refuse to pay the rates to the 
Council until shelters are provided.” 

Letters are being sent to the Stepney A.R.P. Con- 
troller, Councillor M. H. Davis, from all. parts of the 
area demanding that he receive deputations. The 
League has also asked Sir John Anderson, the Home 
Secretary, to receive a deputation. 


MOSLEYITES AT PEACE MEETING

Last Sunday I went to the Conway Hall, Red Lion 
Square, Holborn, to attend a peace meeting organised by 
the United Christian Petition Movement.

REFUGEE STATISTICS 


Austrians Before the Tribunals 
RESTRICTIONS ON DOMESTIC SERVICE? 


in reply to several questions in the House of Commons, 
Sir JoHN ANDERSON, the Home Secretary, gave the latest 
figures about refugees. 

The number of aliens registered with the police, he said, 
is 238,074. Separate figures are kept of persons known (o 
be refugees, and these show that about 45,000 German, 
Austrian, and Czech refugees have entered the country since 
September, 1938. 

Between May 20, 1939, the date up to which the last 
detailed return gave figures, and August 31, 20,600 German, 
Austrian, and Czech refugees have entered this country. Of 
these, 9,300 were men, 8,900 women, and 2,400 children. 
During the same period, 924 refugees of these nationalities 
left the country. | 

With reference to the alien tribunals and their attitude to 
‘Austrians, he said: “ During the first fortnight, the tribunals 
dealt with the cases of 410 Austrians; of these five were 
interned, 328 were exempted both from internment and 
from the special restrictions applicable to enemy aliens, and 
the remaining seventy-seven were exempted from internment 
but not from the special restrictions.” 

It was open to the tribunals, he said, to consider any 
evidence which might be placed before them. Having 
regard to their composition, he was satisfied that untested 
evidence of an anonymous nature would not be allowed 
to influence their decisions. 

On the question of the employment of foreign nationals 
in domestic service, he said: “ Until recently the demand 
for domestic servants has been in excess of the supply, and 


there has been no difficulty in allowing suitable foreign 


women to enter into domestic service. The question whether 
in present conditions certain restrictions are desirable [0 
ensure that the position of British domestics who are 
unemployed shall be in no way prejudiced is now under 


consideration by my Department and the Ministry of 


Labour.”

GRAND ORDER SONS OF JACOB 
Statement of Policy 


In a letter accompanying a special memorandum 
(briefly referred to in this column last week), Bro. 
H. J. Osterley, Grand Secretary of the Grand Order 
Sons of Jacob, says he has viewed with some alarm 
what he might refer to as the “ over-carefulness” of 
the Friendly Society movement as a whole. In the 
interests of the movement in general, he believes that a 
clear indication should be given by the various Orders 
and Societies as to the policy they have adopted in the 
present circumstances, and he therefore sets out an 
explanation of the policy of his Order, which he believes 
to be in the public interest. Only great pressure on 
space forbids the publication of the full statement, but 
a comprehensive summary of it is given below. 

Emergency Steps Considered 

The Grand Order Sons of Jacob (says the statement) con- 
sidered for some considerable time the position which 
might arise upon the outbreak of war, and as far back 
as last December the annual conference adopted two resolu- 
tions, which dealt with a War Emergency Death Fund and 
the pooling among the Lodges of all liabilities for sick 
benefit which might arise through injuries recieved by 
members (not members of H.M. Forces) through aerial 
bombardment. The special Order Emergency Sick Fund 
would be established by a contribution to be fixed, with 
any deficiency to be made up by a quarterly levy. 

The Death Fund resolution provided for an immediate 
liability to levy 4s. 4d. per nmiember, to form the nucleus 
of the fund, to which would be added the liability to a 
quarterly levy of Is. Id., out of which benefit would be 


paid for the death of 4 member on active service or of a - 


member’s wife through enemy act. Deficiencies, if any, 
would be made up by levy. 

With these resolutions the Lodges clearly indicated that 
so far as it was within their power they would undertake 
to meet by equal sacrifice the added burdens which the 
war might thrust upon them. It was an important matter 
of policy of the Order that neither it nor the Lodges 
were to. reduce benefits. Matters were considered from 
the strictly fraternal point of view; members were being 
exposed to greater risks, and it was, therefore, essential 
for them to have more protection. | 

“No Tinkering with Benefits 

“ It was appreciated very clearly,” goes on the. statement, 

“ that our knowledge of the risk was so limited that indced 


it was actuarially impossible to calculate it. Consequently, no 
tinkering about with reduction of benefits could solve the prob- 


lem. It was at the same time acce i justi 

: pted as a matter of ju 
to the members that before one had the right to deprive = 
one of privileges and venefits for which they had paid for so 
many years, the least we could do was to place some of the

Emergency powers were given to an Emergency Com- 
mittee of Management by the Grand Lodge, this Com- 
mittee being composed of the Grand President. Grand 
Vice-President, Grand Treasurer. Grand Trustees, the Con- 
valescent Home Chairman, and the Grand Secretary. That 
Committee's powers of management of the Order were to 
last for the duration of the war. Safeguards were provided 
for the holding of regular meetings and the substitution 
of members who for any reason could not carry out their 


duties. 
Transfer of Head Office 


Arrangements were also made for the Head Office to 
be transferred to its own Convalescent Home at “ Wyber- 
lye,” Leylands Road, Burgess Hill, Sussex, so that in any 
circumstances the business of the Order and its Approved 
Section and any of its Lodges that may find itself in diffi- 
culties can be carried on. Incidentally, the transfer of the 
Head Office to “ Wyberlye” (it is claimed) has resulted 
in very appreciable economies. 

Having thus made all ‘the required preparations, the 
Committee of Management has pursued a policy of advising 
Lodges just to carry on. All Lodges are in fact’ paying 
their normal sickness and other benefits exactly as they 
paid them immediately before the outbreak of war. The 
Order itself is also paying the Order benefits exactly as 
it did before, and it proposes to carry on with that policy 
as far as possible. 

The War Injuries Pool is in process of being set up, and 
a meeting of Hon. Officers of the Lodges was scheduled for 
last week to launch the scheme. 


Copies of memoranda issued by Bro. Osterley to the 
Lodges have been received, including those dealing with 
the proposed rules for the Order's War Injuries Benefits 
Scheme, which it is optional for Lodges to join. A good 
deal of sound general advice is also offered to the Lodges, 
the chief point being an insistence on their carrying on 
as normally as possible and a warning against the unwisdom 
of reducing benefits through excess of caution.

Art Notes 


SIR KENNETH CLARKE’S 
GOOD IDEA 


Central Institute of Art and Design 


In a letter to the Press last week, Sir Kenneth Clarke, 
the Director of the National Gallery, wrote: “A war 
waged to maintain a free civilisation should not in its 
course Starve the artist; but at present, artists and designers 
of all kinds are suffering most serious distress, and in spite 
of public recognition of this fact, little has yet been done to 
help them. .. . 

“ It is proposed to set up a Central Institute of Art and 
Design in order to provide a single organisation through 
which artists can obtain information and make their needs 
known. This body would enable opinion to be concen- 
trated in such a way as greatly to increase the possibility 
of effective action. 

“It is to be hoped that the already existing societies 


Of artists and designers would affiliate themselves to the 


Central Institute, in order that, where objects are common 
to several, the influence of all may be combined. But, in 
so doing, they would in no way lose their own individuality 
or freeaom of action. 

“ Constructive action on the same lines can be made 
stronger by unified presentment; but particular functions, 
and critical activities, are essentially the work of individual 


societies, and affiliation will not hamper thes. 


“ As at present planned, the Institute would be provided 
with premises in the National Gallery, with a staff to deal 
with all requests for information. It would, therefore, be 
a clearing house for opinions and act as a liaison between 
all types of artists and designers and their patrons. 

“If there were sufficient response the Institute would 
move to a private house which has been placed at its dis- 
posal, where it would be possible to offer social facilities.” 

This idea is of vast importance, for, of course, its war- 
time benefits are only secondary to what an institute like 
this, backed by the Government, will mean for artists, and, 
incidentally, for the whole papulation, in time of peace. 
I hope readers who are interested will write to the Secretary 
(at the National Gallery). The more active support. there 
is, the more the Government will be willing to respond,

She had 
an important engagement next day, when 
her most charming friend had invited her 
out to dinner and a show, and although 
of course both of them would be in uni- 
form—of which they are so proud—lI 
quite understood that she would want to 
look her very best and that such details as 
split, broken, or grimy nails and hands 
chafed by the cold winds, to say nothing 
of a coarsened complexion and dull 
wispy hair, could easily mar her enjoy- 
ment. 


Go to a Beauty Parlour 


The best thing she could do, I said, in 


the circumstances, was to utilise her 
morning off to go to a beauty parlour, 
have her hair permed, and at the same 
time have a facial mask and a manicure. 
She could let the attendant make her up, 
and ask her whether she had heard of the 
new shades of lipstick and rouge that had

Cream for the Face 


Our faces should be regularly cleansed 
and nourished. This is even more 
important when, as in the case of my 
young friend, we are called upon. to 
endure exposure and grime for long 
stretches of time. Nor need we spend un- 
necessary money or time on the job. Just 
keep a pot of cream, or, if you cannot 
afford that, of good vegetable fat, handy, 
and thoroughly rub it into the face and 
neck before getting ready for bed. Wipe 
it off with cotton wool, or with pieces of 
old clean rag if wool is not available, and 
then thoroughly rub the face with hot 
water and a face flannel, or even scrub 
it with a rubber nail brush. 

Leave your face to breathe minus 
cream of any kind during the night, and 
m the morning rub into the skin a little 
lotion made of witch hazel thickened with 
a few drops of simple tincture of benzoin. 


Powder Base and Protective 


Rub your face and neck thoroughly 
with this lotion, and while it is still wet 
rub in a good face cream. You will then 
have an efficient powder base, and at the 
same time an excellent skin protective. 

You should carry in your uniform 
pocket a small waterproof case with a 
tiny jar of cream, some wool, and some 
powder, and wipe off the stale powder, 
adding some fresh cream before you 
powder again.

Fritter Batter 
Flour, 4 ozs. Salad oil, 1 tablespoonful, 
Tepid water, | gill. One -white. 

Pinch of salt. 

Sieve flour and salt into a basin; make 
a well in the centre; mix oil and water and 
add gradually; mix carefully till smooth and 
free of lumps; then beat till it is full of air 
bubbles. Let stand for at least an hour, and 
just before using fold in the stiffly-whisked 
egg-white. 


Fruit Fritters 


Apple : Peel and core apples; cut in slices 

a quarter of an inch thick. Dust with sugar 
and grated lemon rind; spike with a skewer; 
coat with fritter batter and fry in hot fat. 

_ When one side is brown, turn over and cook 
under side rather more slowly till puffed up 
and crisp. Drain well and dust with sugar.

CHATAM SOFER 


A hundred years ago, Rabbi Moshe Sofer, universally 
known to Jews as the “Chatam Soler,’ and one of 
the outstanding men of his age, died in Pressourg 
(Bratislava), where he was Rabbi and head of the 
famous Yeshiva. A native of Frankfort, his original 
hame was Schreiber, which he changed into Hebrew — 
Sofer. He married the daughter of Rabbi Akiba Eger. 

His scholarly books on Responsa are famous in the 
Talmudic world for clarity and thoroughness. He aiso 
left behind him what may be called his Memoirs, a book 
less known. A. writer in the Jewisn Morning Journar 
(New York), referring to these Memoirs, recalls that the 
Chatam Sofer made a record, among other things, of the 
course of the Franco-Austrian War 130 years ago. Of 
particular interest is an entry in which he notes that, while 
Bratislava was being bombarded, he (the Rabbi) went 
down into a cellar together with many students, and there 
they continued their studies undisturbed. He writes, too, 
that while the bombardment Was in progress he was sum- 
moned by an Austrian general, who asked him to read the 
Confessions with a Jewish soldier who, with two non-Jewish 
comrades, had been sentenced to death for desertion. The 
Rabbi pleaded on behalf of all the three condemned, and, 
after a long talk, persuaded the General to remut all the 
death sentences. 

in the course of his further conversation with the General, 
the great. Rabbi writes, he expressed the resentment of 
the people of Bratislava against the military forces of both 
sides for bombarding the civil population. What 
sense was there, he asked the General, in throwing, bombs 
on innocent inhabitants of a city? 

The social disturbances arising out of the war, and 
especially the false accusations against Jews of speculation 
and disloyalty to the Government, made a deep impression 
on the Chatam Sofer, and his championship of the poor 
led to an accusation against him that he was organising a 
revolution against the Austrian State. He escaped the 
death sentence only through = the intervention of some 
Government leaders. The incident had a great effect on 
him, and he notes in his Memoirs a speech he delivered 
immediately afterwards. In it, he spoke on wars in general, 
and said they were the result of the bad social conditions 
that prevailed in the world. He attacked mi'itary hierarchies, 
who, he said, intended as the guardians of the State against 
evildoers, themselves were elevated by the existing wrongs 
and only understood methods of destruction against other 
countries and the killing of their innocent inhabitants. 


- ATONING FOR A RENEGADE 


The death of the Russian poet Viadislaw 
Chodasevitch, which occurred some time ago in Paris, 
has evoked an interesting article in Forwarp. (New 
York). 

Historians of Russian literature, the writer observes, 
have frequently noted the fact that among the leading 
Russian poets there were many of Jewish origin. One 
of the -greatest of the Russian lyricists, Fet-Tschenschin, 
was of Jewish descent; Nadson had a Jewish grandfather; 
and the mother of Chodasevitch was of Jewish bleod. 

The writer also recalls that Chodasevitch’s grandfather 
was the infamous Jewish renegade, Jacob Brafman, who 
became a missionary and who in 1863, when he settled 
in Vilna, began to agitate against the Jewish people. He 
published the foul-and lying anti-Semitic volume “ Kahal 
Book,” which aljeged that the Jews endeavoured to 
dominate the world. and was one of the books on which 
the infamous “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion” were 
based. In appreciation, the Russian Government made him 
censor Of Hebrew and Jewish literature in St. Petersburg. 

Brafman’s son Alexander, the writer continues, who was 
a lawyer in St. Petersburg, continued his father’s anti- 
Semitic work. Brafman’s daughter, married to a Pole, was 
the mother of the poet Chodasevitch. As if to atone for 
the abominations of his grandfather, Chodasevitch displayed 
remarkable affection for the Jews, and he was devoted to 
Jewish poetry and keenly interested in the development of 
Jewish literature. Through his translations of them into 
Russian, he made it a duty to popularise the finest creations 
of Jewish poetry for the Russian public.

RECENT JEWISH HISTORY 


A Grim Story in Outline 


Jews and World Affairs. By Harry L. KESSLER. 
Bloch Publishing Co., New York, $1.

This .is a grim story of persecution, misery, of 
struggles for rights, of broken pledges, of unspeakable 
tragedies, and of violations of treaties and constitutions, 
strikingly and ably told. A timely and useful book 
which refreshes in one’s mind points of recent Jewish 
history with all its hopes and disappointments. In 150 
exceedingly readable pages the author gives a review 
of the restrictive measures imposed upon the Jews by 
certain European States, some of which had themselves 
just regained their liberty and independence. 

Mr. Kessler reveals the inner working of the anti- 
Semitic movement, its theory and what it stands for. 
Like a modern newsreel and with a cinematographic 
speed, the book (which was. by the way, written a 
month before the outbreak of the war) takes you from 
one hot-bed of anti-Jewish persecutions to another. 


You pass Germany, Poland, Italy, Hungary, and. 


Austria. But the story does not stop there. Palestine, 
the United States, South America, and other countries 
are included in the black picture. The general theories 
and practice of modern anti-Semitism, nursed and 
spread by the Nazis, are brought under a strong magni- 
fying glass. The nonsense of the Aryan racial theory 
is fully exposed. 

The book is not free from mistakes and inaccuracies. 
Yet these mistakes do not destroy the usefulness of the 


' book. The title of the book is a bit misleading. It 


certainly does not ‘tell us about the Jewish part. in 
world affairs as one would assume. It relates mainly 
events in which the Jews—-perhaps with the exception 
of Palestine—are acting not as subjects of political 
developments but as their mere objects and victims. 


BIBLE STUDIES 


_ A Companion to the Bible. By Asranam J. FetpMANn. 


Behrman, New York, $1.50. 
Reviewed .by the Rev. John S. Harris 
This handbook contains in brief compass salient 
points of information about the Bible.-. Rabbi Feld- 
man's purpose is, he says, “ to induce his own people to 
go to the Bible itself in reverent quest of what it con- 
tains in such superb abundance—literary riches, ethical 


challenge.and guidance, spiritual and religious inspira- 
_tton, and refreshment of soul.” Notwithstanding its 


evident “Liberal” trend, it may well claim the attention 
of a larger Jewish public, anxious for a better acquain- 
tance with its own Scriptures than that afforded hitherto 
by books available from Orthodox Jewish sources. 

The chapter on the Bible canon is noteworthy for 
some interesting quotations from the Apocrypha and 
the Pseudepigrapha, little known to ordinary -readers 
of the Bible but of profound interest to the student. of 
religious literature. In many ways this book should 
prove a help and a stimulus to further research. 


HEREDITY FOR THE LAYMAN 
Scientific Intricacies Simply Explained 


You and Heredity. By Amram SCHEINFELD. Chatto 
and Windus, 12s. 6d. ,

Heredity is at present not a very popular science, being 
overshadowed by other more ‘practical subjects such as 
modern physics and psycho-analysis. Nevertheless, there 
has been a tremendous advance in the knowledge of 
heredity in the twentieth century which, in time, will 
revolutionise our ideas of man’s make-up and will have 
a definite influence on the future practice of procreation. 

Mr. Scheinfeld’s book is written for the layman and, 
be it said at once, is one of the most successful attempts 
at bringing home to the average reader a difficult and 
intricate subject. Whichever subject the author touches, 

it the origin of life from genes, be it the inheritance 
of eye colour, hair, or human diseases, he always has an 
aps way of making the process clear by symbols and 
illustrations. There is a literary flair about the book 
which makes it eminently readable. If ever there was 
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“science without tears” he has achieved it in his book. 

But not only this, the book is reliable from a purely 
scientific point of view, and gives a nearly encyclopedic 
knowledge about the latest facts of heredity: about 
twins, the Dionne quintuplets, about the differences 
between male and female, and innumerable other facts 
of interest. 

As for the general outlook, the author shows con- 
siderable self-restraint in his evaluation of the hereditary 
factors. In contrast with some of the extreme Eugenists, 
the author sees not much chance at present of improv- 
ing the race either by negative or by positive methods. 
He honestly admits that we know still too little about. 
the heredity of man’s qualities to venture on experi- 
mental breeding of human beings. , 

Incidentally, he throws a strong light upon the prob- 
lem of race by marshalling all the known scientific facts 
against the assumptions of the Nazi racialists, who, by 
a kind of pseudo-science, try to prove the superiority 
of the Aryans. He shows clearly that the word was 
never intended to denote a definite race but was only 
meant as a general term for a common stock of lan- 
guages; furthermore, clear evidence is given that there 
are not and cannot exist any pure races in Europe or, 


-for that matter, anywhere in modern countries, nor its 


there any scientific justification for the belief that there 
are good or bad races from the hereditary point of view. 
The facts of heredity therefore offer a complete 
refutation of the racialist theory. 


AN INFAMOUS LIE REVIVED. 
Blood Libel- in a Biography 


Torquemada: A_ Biography. ‘By THOMAS Hope. 
Allen and Unwin, 8s. 6d. ’

As a popular presentation of the story of 
Torquemada, this book has its decided merits. It makes 
no profession of originality. Mr. Hope closely follows 
his authorities. The work is, however, grievously 
marred by .the revival of the myth of ritual murder, 
which is the more deserving of censure as the author 
wilfully imitates Dr.. Walsh in his “ Isabella of Spain ” 
by raking up the falsehoods of the La Guardia blood 
accusation trial. It is evident that it was thought 
desirable to pad out the biography, with the result that 
over forty out of a total of some two hundred pages of 
text are filled with the revolting details of this trial 
concerning a fictitious victim who never existed outside 
the frenzied imagination of the fanatical clerics of the 
Inquisition. 

Under brutal torture extending over many months, 
some Jews were forced by false confessions to swear 
away their lives. Lea, in his classic study of the 
Inquisition, G. G. Coulton, Isidore Loeb, and, more 
recently, Cecil Roth have conclusively proved that the 
report of the trial is a tissue of lies. In justifying his 
reproduction of this libellous story, Mr. Hope accepts 
the utterly false view of Dr, Walsh that it was a certain 
sect of Jews who were guilty of the charge, but adds 
that, in his view, the trial was held and the executions 
took place in order to arm Torquemada with pretexts 
to persuade his royal masters to drive out the Jews. 

The alleged guilt of the murdered victims of the 
Inquisition was a wicked invention to encompass the 
destruction of all Spanish Jewry, admits our author, 
even as the Nazis burned the Reichstag in order to 
secure power. Surely the time has arrived when this 


Infamous lie that has wrought such grievous harm to 


Jewry should be allowed to sink into the oblivion of 


similar accusations that have not the slightest basis of 
historical truth. 


FROM RUSSIA TO THE STATES 
Life in Two Villages | 


Green Worlds. By Maurice Hinpus. Collins, 12s. 6d. 

His interpretations of Russian life have given Mr. Hindus 
an international reputation. The same love of Jjumanity 
and of nature informs this delightful autobiographical work. 
The first part tells of the Russian village where he was 
born. His father was a farmer, and the Jewish family lived 
on the happiest terms with their Christian neighbours. The 
pictures of Sabbath fare and village festivals, of beggars, 
pediars, and peasants, glow with the bright colours of 
childhood. His mother's  self-sacrificing devotion is 
described as beautifully as the character in Zangwill’s * The 
Sabbath Breaker.” 

At the age of fourteen the boy emigrated to America, and 
the second part of the book records his unhappy impressions 
of city life in New York. Longing for the countryside, he 
then found employment for over three years on a farm at 
Mount Brookville; and the third section of the book gives 
an exquisite account of American village life. Finally, Mr. 
Hindus describes how, years later, he revisited both villages 
and found them transformed, the one by the Soviet Revolu- 
tion and the other by the machine age. Yet he still retains 
his faith in the saving virtues of the countryside. “H.H. 


THE FATE OF ANTI-SEMITES 
Mr. Golding’s Fascinating Survey 


the Ages. By Louis GoLpina. Sovereign 
Special, 6d. 

Mr. Golding’s purpose is best expressed in his own 
words*under the caption “ Inscription to Adolf Hitle; 

“ This is a book of sketches of the great anti-Semites that 
have gone before you. I have assembled them in the belief 
that it may be of a little comfort to my fellow-Jews to remember 
again, in this dark moment of our history, that there were 
Hitlers before and we have survived them, as we will survive 
this one. I think there may be some non-Jews, too, who 
will derive a sort of comfort from the thought. If these pag 
have an argument, it is that Jews’ evil is world’s evil. 
Hitler Germany, at this moment of her seeming triumph. jx 
eaten by cankers which cannot but fail, and soon, perhaps. to 
bring her prostrate to the dust, as Torquemada’s Spain fel 
prostrate, and Tsarist Russia.” 

Since these words were written the onset of war has 
reinforced the significance of the prophecy. 

By way of introduction, the author devotes some 
brilliantly-written pages to his personal experiences of, and 
reflections on, anti-Semitism. Successive chapters des- 
cribe the precursors of Hitler at different epochs—among 
Roman Emperors and Visigothic kings, Crusaders and 
Inquisitors, as well as in medieval England, France. and 
Gérmany. The tale is continued with accounts of persecu- 
tion in Russia, Poland, and the Ukraine, and a record of 
the Dreyfus affair. Finally comes the story of anti- 
Semitism in modern Germany with its termination in “ the 
Hitler to whom all the Hitlers have tended.” 

The author expresses his indebtedness to his friend, Mr. 
Paul H. Emden, whose expert assistance must have 
materially contributed to the scholarly background of this 
volume. These short chroniclings from Jewish world 
history show personal research and wide knowledge, and 
each is marked by a sure touch of local colour and des- 
criptive detail. While they vividly recreate the past, they 
convey in topical language and modern idiom a message 
full of meaning and applicability for this present day and 
hour. Such is Mr. Golding’s skill in drawing his allusion 
and parallels, that the moral underlying his narrative can- 
not but impress even the casual reader who slips this little 
volume in and out of his pocket. 


THREE TALES 


SworDs OF BRONZE, by Robert Newton (Selwyn and . 
Blount, 7s. 6d.),. recounts with dignity in modern Engish 
the story of David, son of Jesse. The skilful handling of 
the local colour, the historical setting, and the psycho- 
logical motives, gives exceptional interest to this fresh 
interpretation of the Biblical narrative. 

CARAVAN FOR CHINA, by Frank S. Stuart ‘Stanley Paul, 
7s.

improved by his deliberate anachronisms and modernustic 
interpolations. 

APPEASEMENT, by George A. Birmingham (Methuen, &s.), 
depicts by a practised hand a comedy of village life in 
Somerset.

Provision of Kasher Food 
{COMMUNICATED] 


The Chief Rabbi's Evacuation Committee has been 
Organised to deal with the urgent problem of the provision 
of Kasher food for Jewish child evacuees. Those 
co-operating include representatives of the Board of 
Deputies, Central Committee for Jewish Education, and the 
Talmud Torah Trust. The Chief Rabbi is the President, 


Rabbi Dr. 1. Goodman, Chairman, and Mr. E. Halevy, 
Secretary. 


Support of Ministry of Health 


A scheme has been evolved whereby canteens should 
eon ide one Kasher meal each day in all the centres where a 
arge number of Jewish children has been billeted. This 
plan has been laid before the Ministry of Health by the 
Chief Rabbi. The Ministry has endorsed it and authorises 
local authorities to support such canteens, both with equip- 
ment and the usual payments for the children. It is hoped 
to get additional income by contributions from most parents. 

The work of the Committee has, however, been held up 
owing to the need of a reserve fund for children of poorer 
parents and general requirements. A number of Communal 
leaders have been interested in the scheme, and considerable 
support has been promised. ‘It is still hoped to gain financial 
assistance from those institutions which exist to safeguard 
the religious interests of the Community.

POLISH CITIZENS BRITAIN. 
CALLED UP 


Details of Arrangements 


As the result of the recent announcement made on behalf 
of the Polish Government through the medium of the 
Polish Consulate in London regarding the reporting for 
service of Polish citizens resident in this country, the 
Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britain has been inun- 
dated with inquiries as to who is eligible for service 

It is pointed out by the Federation that all Polish citizens 
who are in possession of a Polish passport—whether this 
has been stamped or not—-between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five are eligible for military service (which will be in 
a Polish division in France), and should report at the Polish 
Consulate-General, 63, Portland Place, London, W.1. 

The following men have been called up: all officers of 
the Reserve and General Levy up to the age of fifty, all 
corporals and privates of the Reserve and General Levy up 
to the age of forty-five, and all conscripts from the age of 
eighteen to forty-five. 

All privates of the Reserve and General Levy belonging 
to the 1921, 1920, 1919, 1918 classes should report on 
November 6, 7, 10, and 13 at 2 p.m All those belonging 
to the 1917, 1916, 1915, 1914 classes should report on 
November 15, 16, 17, 20, and 21 at 2 p.m. Those included 
in the 1913, 1912, 1911, and 1910 classes should report on 
November 24, 27, 29 and 30 at 2 p.m. 

All those classes not mentioned above and residing in 
London, as well as privates of the Reserve and General Levy 
residing outside London will in due course be publicly 
notified when to appear at the Polish Consulate-General. 

Those included in the above-mentioned classes who are 
prevented from appearing before the Recruiting Com- 
mission for valid reasons at the dates specified should report 
at the earliest, possible moment, but not later than within 
the next two weeks, and should groduce sufficient evidence 
justifying their absence on the dates first fixed for their 
reporting. Those who wish to appear before the Recruiting 
Commission earlier than on the specified dates may call on 
any of the appointed days by previously notifying the 
Recruiting Commission at least three days in advance 

All men called up and reporting to the Recruiting Com- 
mission should bring with them available identity papers 
especially military documents. 

Those who have received letters from the Polish Con- 
sulate informing them of the fact that they are no longer 
Polish citizens and those in possession of Stateless passports 
are exempt from service with the Poljsh Army, but can 
register themselves through their local employment 
exchanges for service with the British Army.

up around them. Ordinary folk, with no 
deeds of importance to their credit, are not 
the subject of legend, and so this “ yard- 
stick is a very reliable means of measur- 
ing a man’s historical stature. Judged by 
this standard, Hiram, King of Tyre in-the 
days of David and Solomon, must. have 
been a ruler of no mean importance. Let 
me recount some of the legends concerning 
him. 

Bur_per's CONTRACTOR 


Hiram seems to have been a great builder 
who kept a staff of artificers, for we are told 
that when David occupied Jerusalem, after 
conquering the Jebusite inhabitants of that 
city, “ Hiram; King of Tyre, sent messen- 
gers to David, and cedar trees and carpen- 
ters and masons, and they built David a 
house.” Hiram, we are told, “ was ever a 
lover of David” during the Psalmist King’s 
lifetime, and later he transferred his friend- 
ship to Solomon. 


BARTER AGREEMENT 


When Solomon proposed to build the 
Temple he sought Hiram’s aid for timber, 
and flattered him by telling him that there 
were no hewers of timber like the Sidonians. 
Hiram agreed to supply the timber asked 
for, and, quite in the modern lhumberjack’s 
manner, he made it up into rafts and floated 
it by sea, probably to Jaffa. In exchange, 
Solomon supplied Hiram with wheat and 
oil. So barter agreements existed ages ago! 
Later Hiram again supplied Solomon with 
building materials for his palaces. This 
time Solomon ceded twenty towns in 
Galilee to the north of Palestine. We are 
told that Hiram. after inspecting these 
towns, was not too pleased with them and 
said so very pointedly. But he deemed it 
politic to remain on good terms with 
Solomon. Another service which he 
rendered Solomon was to supply mariners 
for Solomon's expeditions to Ophir in 
search of gold. | 


A VETERAN 


One of the first Rabbinical legends con- 
cerning Hiram is that he lived to a very 
great age. According to some authorities, 


‘Sheba some riddles.

he was already alive in the days of Judah 
and is to be identified with Judah’s Adulla- 
mite friend Hirah. According to others, he 
lived on to the days of Ezekiel and was the 
object of that prophet’s tirade against the 
Prince of Tyre. (No pun intended!) His 
correspondence with Solomon was pre- 
served in the archives of Tyre, for Josephus 
writes: “The copies of these letters are 
extant at this day, and are preserved not 
only in our books but also among. the 
Tyrians, insomuch that if. anyone would 
know the certainty about them, he may ask 
the keepers of the public records of Tyre 
to show him them, and he will find what is 
there set down to agree with what I have 
narrated.” 


RIDDLES 


We know that Solomon set the Queen of 
With Hiram, too, he 
exchanged riddles for money forfeits. 
Solomon was too good for Hiram, and the 
Tyrian King had to pay up. Josephus tells 
us that afterwards Hiram was assisted in the 
riddle guessing by one Abdemon, who also 
helped Hiram to propound riddles to 
Solomon which the wise king was unable to 
guess, and so he, in his turn, had to pay 
forfeits to Hiram. You see, even exalted 
royal personages in. those far-off times had 
their playful moments. 


A BUILDER OF HEAVENS 


Hiram, we are told, was allowed to live 
to a great age because he assisted in the 
building of the Temple. 
ceited at outliving his contemporaries, and, 
considering himself a god, set about con- 
stucting a seres of artificial “ heavens.” 
The prophet Ezekiel was sent to him ‘to 
reprove him for his arrogance but without 
avail, and eventually Hiram met a rather 
unpleasant end. According to another 
version he was admitted into Heaven 
because of his services to the Temple but 
later beeame haughty and so was driven out 
of paradise. The Rabbis say that it was 
because the Almighty foresaw that Hiram 


would claim to be a god that the death 


penalty was decreed upon Adam.

Gala Night at the Old Boys 


{From our Correspondent} 


If someone had asked me during last week to name the 
night on which the Old Boys’ Club had, to the best of my 
knowledge, appeared at its best I should have been unable 
to answer the question. My mind would have delved back 
and regathered the joys of many brilliant debates and 
lectures, the awareness of hotly contested annual meet- 
ings and elections, and the memories of comradely talks by 
Club giants of a past decade 

Now if the question were put to me I would have no 


hesitation in answering “When the Old Boys’ Boxing 


Team made its first public appearance, on Thursday, 
October 26, 1939, and fought that very doughty portion of 
the British Army known as the Tower Hamlet Rifles.” 


Prominent in the Boxing Arena

the Old Boys’ hall. I noticed Mr. Jack Hart, the Jewish 
Referee, and a number of other old Jewish boxers evincing 
a deal of interest in one or two of the boxers, and among 
the audience was Mr. lan Coster, of the EVENING STANDARD. 

Even the speeches during the interval seemed to be 
different. They were short and to the point. I felt that 
Mr. Frank Renton did not appeal in vain when, obviously 
directing his remarks to the very considerable non-Jewish 
part of the audience, he asked for recognition of the fact 
that the Club members could “ take it and give it with the 
best of them.” He was pleased to learn that the Club had 
thrown open its doors to the “ Tower Hamlets” as it led 
to the good-will and sportsmanship they had seen that 
evening. Mr. Renton asked each contestant, Club mem- 
bers and soldiers, to accept 100 cigarettes as a token of 
the pleasure which the evening had afforded him. 

Second-Lieut. Forshall thanked the Club for the kindness 
shown to the Tower Hamlet Rifles, not only on that evening 
but at other times. (The Tower Hamlet Rifle lads are at 
the Club most Thursday evenings.) 

Mr. Hylton Cleaver, President of the Belsize Boxing 
Club, who refereed, spoke of the “clean fighting and 
plucky losers” he had seen during the evening. 

Mr. T. J. Phillip, Chairman of the Old Boys, who was 
in uniform, said that it seemed that it had taken a war 
to “shake up the Club.” He was pleased that the Club 
was forging ahead. °

Investments and Securities 


The anticipated reduction in the Bank Rate to 2 per 
cent. came a week ago. The Rate now stands at the 
level which prevailed for more than seven years before 
the war. That a reversion to this rate should be possible 
within such a short period of the outbreak of war is a 
tribute to the success of the Government's financial 
policy, and to the confidence of investors and the public 
generally in the financial strength of the nation and its 
great banking and other financial institutions. 

The immediate effect of the reduction was a saving 
in the cost of the Government's short term borrowing, 


Treasury Bills being placed at 23s. 8.83d. per cent. . 


against 34s. 3.39d. per cent. a week previously. The 
way is now clear for the large scale longer term borrow- 
ing which is essential to finance the war. Sir John 
Simon's decision as to the appropriate time and terms 
of such borrowing is awaited with interest. 

As far as stock markets were concerned the reduced 
Bank Rate had already been largely discounted and the 
change has in fact been followed by a little profit-taking 
and rather quieter markets. 
readily absorbed and the tone of markets as a whole 
remains confident. 

The demand for sound investments continues and has 
spread from gilt edged to home rail prior charges, 
industrial debentures and preferences, and the esiab- 
lished dividend-paying gold shares. 


ODEON THEATRES 


One of the most encouraging reports issued during the 
past week has been that of Odeon Theatres Ltd., the cinema 
comiyne. Profits for the year to June 24 were £509,990 
against £368,179 in the previous first period of 54 wWecks. 
Even allowing for the fact that a number’ of cinemas in 
which the company is interested were not complete and 
only contributed partly to profits in the previous period, 
the result appears most satisfactory. Tax requires £100,000 
against £60,000 but the dividend is maintained at 10 per 
cent. and £50,000 against £20,198. goes to reserve. During 
the year the company has acquired 82 further theatres 
previously covered by management agreements, the pur- 
chase being financed largely by the private placing of

a considerable increase. There was of course some loss 
of revenue due to the temporary closing of cinemas by .the

ditions,” it is stated. “is reflected in the fact that takings 
are now back to normal in most areas.” 


GREAT UNIVERSAL INTERIM 


Shares of multiple stores concerns have been a rather 
uncertain market since the outbreak of war though recently 
they have shown some recovery from their lowest levels. 
Certainly such concerns are likely to have to face difficult 
conditions with the additional burdens of heavy taxation 
and compulsory war risk insurance of stocks, though the 
latter has now been lightened to some extent. Shareholders 
in Great Universal Stores Ltd., are likely therefore to feel 
particular satisfaction at their directors’ decision to main- 
tain the interim dividend for the current year at 20 per 
cent. This is the same as for five years past and each time 
has been followed by a 30 per cent. final payment. In 
1935, °36 and °37 there were also 10 per cent. capital bonus 
distributions. While it must be noted that the dividend 
now declared covers a period of trading mainly prior to 
the war, its maintenance at the usual rate suggests a 
reasonable degree of confidence on the part of the Board.

CINEMA 
NEUTRALITY AND HOLLYWOOD 


The Problem of Interesting a 
War-Worried Audience 


(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


It now seems certain that the American Neutrality 
Act will be revised and one of the many effects it will 
have will be a distinct change in film production policy 
by Hollywood studios. 

Whether neutral or belligerent, every country will stil] 
require to be entertained by films and preferably by 
those which do not over-stress the conflict too realistic- 
ally. Should Hollywood continue to produce films 
with escapist themes and those with a strong “ home 
problem ” flavour, it may lose the still valuable, though 
somewhat depleted, world market. 


The change in the mood of the people on entering — 


a cinema in war-time is best shown by their failure to 
react to any dramatic moments shown on the screen 
which in peace-time would have stirred emotions. 

The cinemagoers’ minds are preoccupied and grave 
issues face each one of them; therefore any play on the 
dramatic is greatly diminished by an audience only 
half-interested. The troubles of our screen characters 
are minute when measured with immediate, real-life 
stresses. | 

The Hollywood cycle of Nazi-condemnation films was 
short-lived, due to hesitant producers’ unwillingness to 
embark on a- production of this type which would be 
made obsolete by swiftly moving events, long before 
they reached the screen. When war broke out, Holly- 
wood was dusting off scripts of American subject- 
matter: the labour problem, the dramas of destitute 
land-workers thrown into idleness by devastating soi 
erosion, and the national problem arising out of thou- 
sands of homeless families roaming the continent in 
search of work. 

Warner Bros., for instance, still ahead of their rivals 
in starting film cycles—the gangster, crime school, 
prison, press, and Nazi spy themes were theirs—have 
produced the first of these American economic magni- 
tudes. “Dust Be My Destiny” is due here in a few 
weeks and the filming of “Grapes of Wrath” may 
follow, 

The revision of the Neutrality Laws will see a change 
in heart among the American people and it is bound 
to be reflected on the screen. . 

Unless Hollywood steps outside its own geographical 
coastline for film material, its productions may well 
become too insular to be of any great entertainment 
value to British audiences.
